Especially at a time when govern- 
ment funding for the arts is being 
slashed, an incentive for private funding 
is called for. 

Revenue lost from such a tax break, in 
fact, is likely to be recaptured in sales 
and income tax when the economic ac- 
tivity generated by Broadway shows, 
tours, and licensed productions "ripples" 
through employees, related industries, 
and affected businesses such as restau- 
rants and taxicabs.

something— just not programs that bene- 
fit me. A few clarifications: 

Ms. Schultz is right: Musicians are 
artists; stagehands are not. Their con- 
tracts, however, arc similar: Both have 
archaic, increciibly expensive work 
rules. 

Regarding the 1993 musicians' con- 
tract that Mr. Moriarity mentions, the 
truth is that some producers in the league 
had pledged to slash union minimums. 
They even planned for scabs and record- 
ed music in case of a strike. Moriarity 
called their bluff, and when the produc- 
ers blinked, he offered a few token con- 
cessions. 

Musicians do not make up $3 of a typ- 
ical $60 ticket, as Mr. Gale claims, but 
about $5. (Twenty-seven musicians and 
their various benefits cost $40,000 a 
week, which comes out to 10 percent of 
the $400,000 operating costs of a typical 
musical.) 

The first half of Ms. Snow's argument 
is a red hennng: The logistics of sending 
Tony voters to Off Broadway won't be 
worked out easily, but they are certainly 
soluble. First of all, the nominating com- 
mittee is only seventeen people. Only 
nominated shows would have to accom- 
modate the 800 voters. Second, few Off 
Broadway shows are sold out, so paying 
customers needn't be displaced. Also, the 
deadline might be advanced; voters 
might get only one ticket; one extra Mon- 
day performance could be added, etc. It 
is ironic that she compares the Tonys to 
the Oscars, since independent, small- 
budget movies are, of course, eUgible for 
the Oscars. 

Finally, it's not designers' fees, as Mr. 
Ccsario implies, but their decisions that I 
criticized for inflating costs. If a Broad- 
way A-lister earns $50,000 to design a 
set, yet the set costs $2 million, he's part 
of the problem (even if he does win a 
Tony).

t's good to be a white guy. It used to be better, of course. It used 
to be the only thing you had to worry about was other white guys, 
who might cheat you out of a job or a promotion by marrying the 
boss's daughter, but even then there was nothing to stop you

without actually being a white guy. It doesn't 
happen a lot — a poll in Newsday last week 
showed that only 1 5 percent of white Ameri- 
cans had ever seen it happen, while 20 per- 
cent had witnessed a woman or a minority un- 
fairly losing a job or promotion — but it hap- 
pened often enough to annoy enough white 
guys to elect a bunch of other white guys to 
the House and Senate last fall. And then, iron- 
ically, without any help from those new white 
guys, the Supreme Court — six white guys, two 
white gals, and a nominal black guy — last 
week overturned part of this new system, say- 
ing it was unfair to white guys. 
And America's white guys were happy. 
"I'm floating," said William Perry Pendley, 
lawyer for the Colorado white guy who 
brought the case to the Supreme Court. "Man, 
I'm on air!" 
Bob Dole, who is running for president on 
the white-guy ticket, was a bit more 
gracious in victory. He said the 
decision was "one more reason 
for the federal government to get 
out of the race-preference business." Rudy 
Giuliani, who prides himself on being the 
mayor of both white guys and other New 
Yorkers, said the ruling was no big 
deal as far as he 
was con- 
cerned, 
since he 

smote the city's racial-prefer- 
ence system more than a year ago. 
But Colorado Senator Hank Brown 
probably spoke for all white guys when he 
said, "The era of racial preferences is finally 
coming to an end. The case reaffirms our 
country's commitment that all citizens should 
have equal opportunities regardless of race, 
creed, color, or country of origin."

I said, 'You 
rape me tonight, you'll be dead in the 
morning.' I fought him. Then, all of a 
sudden, he shut off. He started the car 
and drove me home. He said, 'If you 
open your mouth, I'll be back.' He 
laughed and said, 'Maybe I'll be back 
anyway.' " Smith denies everything, and 
says Pamell invented the incident. 
Pamell eventually told her bosses; 
they suspended Smith and hired 
armed guards to protect Pamell, 
who said she was receiving threats. 
But in late 1993, soon after Carey 
booted the Silverman regime and 
replaced it with his own men, 
Pamell was fired from her job with 
the local's health-and-welfare fund. 
Carey's man, Joseph Padellaro, told 
Teamster officials that Pamell was 
an incompetent employee. He also 
stopped paying for Pamell's 
security. Bo Dietl, the private 
investigator who provided the 
guards, says he continues to 
arrange security for Pamell without 
charge. "I believe she's the victim 
of a crime and needs protection." 
Carey says he's "monitoring the 
situation closely" but won't move 
against Smith unless he's indicted, 
noting that Smith is the winner of a 
democratic election. Carey also points 
to an intemal Teamster report that 
cleared Smith of wrongdoing in the 
case. The report, prepared by the local's 
lawyers and based on the investigation 
of a union-hired sex-crimes expert, 
characterizes Pamell's charges as the 
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fabricated allegations of a Silverman 
partisan: "According to a number of 
credible witnesses, Ms. Pamell spent 
substantial portions of her day with 
Dennis Silverman and 'she would do 
anything for him,' " the report states, 
while also claiming, "Ms. Pamell had 
made prior allegations of sexual 
misconduct against other political 
adversaries of the Silvermans." 

Pamell denies the allegations, and as 
for Silverman, she says, "he can fry 
with the others."

VICTORIA ROSENBORG CALLS HERSELF A 

technical evangelist, which is the sort of 
job title they're throwing around 
Microsoft these days. Blonde, tan, tall, 
and khakied, she has traveled from the 
far coast to ready the publishing world 
for the imminent arrival of the New 
Word, and it is called multimedia. 

"Does multimedia replace watching a 
TV show? Of course not," Rosenborg 
says, working herself into a sermon 
rhythm. "Does it replace the movies? 
Of course not. Is it a way to make more 
money? Yes." 

On Thursday, lune 22, the sneaker- 
clad disciples of Bill Gates will hold an 
old-fashioned multimedia revival 
meeting at the New York Public 
Library. They will preach of Scribble, 
their new authoring tool, and how it 
will transform literature into something 
so much better: "virtual worlds" of 
graphics and text available online. 

"New literary forms will emerge," 
Rosenborg prophesies. 

The old gods of pulp and ink — ^Tom 
Clancy, Stephen King, Michael Crichton, 
Anne Rice — are on the guest list, as are 
such lesser, more literary gods as Mark 
Helprin and Amy Tan. iTie agent Binky 
Urban will, of course, be there, as will 
any publishing executive who has 
awakened from uneasy cyberdreams. 
Some are already converts. 

"It's bigger than the Industrial 
Revolution," says William Morris 
executive vice-president Robert Gottlieb. 
"At this stage in the game, it's bigger 
than the motion-picture business. There 
are more dollars at stake." 

"The beauty of software is that it can 
combine content, music, sound — it 
opens up all of the senses," revels 
Laurence Kirshbaum, president and 
CEO of Warner Books. 

The beauty is enough to give Dean 
Koontz a vision. "I'm working on a 
book, Ticktock, " the suspense author 
says. "And I looked at this recently 
and said. This is perfect for 
multimedia. It's perfect for role- 
playing. It's a pursuit story, but it deals 
with a deadline situation in which a 
character has from ten at night until 



dawn to achieve something." 

Koontz has not forsaken his belief in 
books, however. "I get 10,000 letters a 
year from readers," he says, "and a 
tremendous number of these are from 
kids — who are supposedly online and 
not reading. I don't think these things 
necessarily compete with books. They 
reinforce books. What it's going to take 
time from is television." 

Kirshbaum agrees. "Your true literary 
novel belongs in a book. I can't imagine 
sitting up in bed at night and reading a 
computer. . . . The disappearance of 
books is apocalyptic." 

Koontz had another vision, 25 years 
ago. His second novel. The Fall of the 
Dream Machine, was "about a world in 
which there was 3-D full-sensory 
entertainment. Back then, no one had 
the word virtual reality, but that's what 
it was. And a lot of people end up 
turning into vegetables while watching, 
sitting around." 

What ensued was a bloody, take- 
back-the-world revolution, which is 
probably not what Microsoft has in 
mind. Peter Landesman

garbage disposal. "Whatever's going to 
be food for the rats," she says, "you put 
down there." At the Carver Houses in 
East Harlem, where Ayala's lived for 4 1 
years, there's been plenty of food for the 
rats lately. "We had the incinerators. No 
more. Sanitation is picked up, I believe, 
three times a week. Recycling is not 
being picked up." Wet food scraps fester 
in bags in the project's overstuffed 
Dumpsters, and the rats come. Ayala 
wouldn't have to wear heavy boots to do 
her gardening, she thinks, if only 
everybody had a garbage disposal. 
"I went down to my son's house in 



Florida," Ayala says. "They all have them 
down there. They're gorgeous." 

Only a New Yorker would regard a 
garbage disposal as a newfangled 
wonder. They've been around for 60 
years, common for 40, but only in 
certain suburboid patches of the outer 
boroughs have they ever been legal in 
New York City The reason has a lot to 
do with how this city works, and why a 
lot of the time it doesn't. 

Put simply by one longtime political 
observer: "The sanitation workers 
helped get Lindsay, Beame elected. They 
were one of the most politically powerful 
unions at the time. You put in disposal 
units in every sink in the city, apartment 
houses would only have half as much 
garbage, and you would need only half 
as many sanitation workers." ("Wet" 
garbage, in fact, accounts for only about 
1 3 percent of the city's trash.) 

An oft-stated objection to disposals is 
that they might clog sewer pipes, which 
in most neighborhoods have to do 
double duty as "combined" pipes, 
carrying both sewage and storm runoff. 
Disposals are legal in areas with 



"sanitary" pipes, separate pipes for 
sewage and rainwater. There's only one 
problem with this argument, according 
to Bill Pressman, a former DEP official. 
The combined pipes are usually twice 
as big. Moreover, one Chicago study 
showed that ground-up garbage actually 
seems to scour pipes clean. 

Even with that argument deflated, 
"there's some degree of 
departmentalism going on," says 
Stephen Richardson of the 
Environmental Action Coalition. "If 
grinders reduce waste the Department 
of Sanitation has to pick up, it certainly 
helps the Department of Sanitation. But 
if there is an additional material coming 
through pipes that the Department of 
Environmental Protection has to deal 
with, they might see narrowly, 'This is

Ul NTIL NOW, ROSS PEROT HAS SEEMED LIKE BILL CLINTON'S 
I guardian angel. Although he tried to nuke nafta and 
has hectored the White House constantly about 
everything from health-care reform to the deficit, the 
erratic squillionaire usually helps the president out in 
I a pinch. Without Perot's siphoning-off of Bush votes, 
' of course, Clinton might never have been elected in 
the first place. The case for free trade never looked 
stronger than when Al Gore whupped Perot on Larry King Live. 
And with Bill Clinton's approval percentage more or less stalled 
in the mid-forties, a Perot rake-off of anti-Clinton votes may be 
his best shot at a second term. Well, the good news for the 
administration is that Perot will almost certainly seek the presi- 
dency in 1996. The downside is that he may do it by running 
against Bill Clinton in the Democratic primaries. 

"I can't speak for him, but it's under consideration," says )im 
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Squires, a former editor of the Chicago Tribune who was 
Perot's spokesman in 1992 and now serves as an informal 
adviser. "All the options are open — including the petition route 
again. But with the GOP in such a crowded field, he might 
challenge the president [in the primaries]." From a political 
standpoint, such a move would benefit Perot in several ways. 
It would be an interesting surprise, allowing Perot to mitigate 
the Harold Stassen problem — becoming a perpetual also-ran 
with an ever-diminishing share of the vote. It would draw 
attention to Perot during what might otherwise be an entirely 
Republican season. And it would enable him to run without 
functioning explicitly as a stalking-horse for the president. 

Curiously, Squires says such thinking is not motivated by a 
desire to hurt Clinton. Indeed, he argues that a Perot primary 
challenge would help the president by allowing him to focus on 
genuine issues. The alternative, Squires points out, is a winter 



and spring dominated by right-wingers bashing Clinton over his 
moral character. "There's no way [a Perot Democratic primary 
campaign] kills Clinton," Squires says. "Every one of the states 
where there's a Democratic primary, there's a Republican prima- 
ry, and the Republicans will be beating the hell out of Clinton on 
his personal characteristics, his wife, Whitewater, Vince Foster, 
all the other junk. If someone's running against him on what the 
role of government ought to be, it helps him." Squires himself is 
pondering a Senate run against Republican Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky, based on the issue of political reform. Like Perot, he 
hasn't committed himself to running, nor has he decided 
whether he'll do it as a Democrat or as an Independent. 

The White House can be excused for not seeing Perot's gam- 
bit as quite the favor it's made out to be. Primary challenges to 
incumbent presidents invariably fail, but have a tendency to 
thwart re-election in the process. Think of Reagan and Ford in 
1976, Kennedy and Carter in 1980, or 
Buchanan and Bush in 1992. The worst 
scenario, from the White House view- 
point, would be if Perot ran in the 
Democratic primaries and then didn't 
run in November. According to Squires, 
Perot is unlikely to enter primaries in 
states that have "sore loser" laws, which 
bar primary losers from appearing on the 
general-election ballot as Independents. 
But a poor showing — or, say, an alleged 
CIA attempt to sabotage some Perot- 
family occasion — might discourage him 
from sticking with it through the general 
election. He has been known to do unex- 
pected things before. 

Others in the Perot camp downplay 
the possibility "There's no basis for 
thinking he would run as a Democrat in 
'96," says Clay Mulford, Perot's son-in- 
law and a close adviser. "I find that sce- 
nario very improbable." Still, if the pri- 
mary ploy were to materialize, Clinton 
would have only himself to blame 
because he has failed to seduce the 1 992 
Perot voters. In the past — when George Wallace's break with 
the Democrats helped Nixon win in 1 968, and when Theodore 
Roosevelt's bolt from the GOP put Woodrow Wilson in the 
White House in 1912 — the winners spent their first terms 
courting the disengaged voting blocs. By doing so, they won 
second terms. But Clinton, for some reason, has ignored this 
lesson. Administration types are gratuitously and openly con- 
temptuous of the nettlesome Texan. "The best way to attract 
Perot voters is not by sucking up to Perot," says Paul Begala, a 
Clinton political adviser. "I think he's nuts. He's dangerous. 
He's an egomaniac." 

One of the issues that defined the Perot movement was a 
backward-looking protectionism, which Clinton was wise to 
disregard. But Perot's two other crusades — eliminating the 
deficit and reforming the political system — remain worthy 
ones. Clinton has made neither cause his own. Though his tele- 
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vised speech last week saw him belatedly 
clambering aboard the balanced-budget 
wagon, Clinton has long been ambivalent 
about deficit reduction. As for the politi- 
cal-reform issues — campaign-finance 
overhaul and lobbying restrictions — his 
administration has nominally advocated 
positions congenial to the Perot voters 
while doing little to advance them. 
Clinton and Gore recently compounded 
their dis of Perot by declining to attend 
the political summit he has planned for 
Dallas this August, on the theory that it 
would be "unpresidential." (They an- 
nounced this decision on Larry King 
Live. ) If goading Perot into running were 
an intentional White House strategy, it 
might be a sound one. But according to 
administration insiders, nothing so 
shrewdly Machiavellian is going on. 
"Everyone here says we'll be fine if he 
runs" in the general election, says one 
White House official. "But fuck, what if 
he doesn't?" 

Republicans are in exactly the reverse 
position. Instead of ignoring Perot and 
hoping he'll run, they're stroking him in 
hopes that he won't. Perot told his fol- 
lowers to vote Republican in 1994, on 
the theory that the other guys deserved a 
chance. According to exit polls, they did 
go GOP by a margin of two to one. Since 
then. Newt Gingrich and Haley Barbour, 



the Republican National Committee 
chairman, have been trying to maintain 
the alliance. The Republican presidential 
candidates have all agreed to attend the 
summer Rossfest in Dallas. But this 
strategy probably won't work, either. 
Perot liked the Contract With America 
well enough to claim credit for it. 
According to Russell Vemey, executive 
director of United We Stand America, 
the idea for the Contract came from one 
Fred Everett, a Perotian in Georgia, who 
allegedly proposed the idea to Gingrich. 
(In reality, the inspiration came from 
Kerry Knott, an aide to House majority 
leader Richard Armey.) But even while 
taking credit, Perot is now denouncing 
the Contract for ignoring campaign 
finance, trade, and health-care reform 
(this last an issue he dismissed when 
Clinton proposed it). 

Perot appears certain to declare the 
Republican congressional agenda a fail- 
ure. But his budding disenchantment 
seems a bit calculated — it gives him an 
excuse to run. According to several 
sources close to Perot, he is indeed eager. 
"As I know him, I think he would like to 
give it a shot again," says Larry King, 
Perot's favorite journalist. "Especially if 
he perceives the incumbent is weak and 
the challenger isn't that strong." Of- 
ficially, of course, Perot never does any- 



thing so crude as desire high office. The 
party line is that, as Vemey puts it, "it's 
not about personal ambition." Instead, 
Perot is motivated by the need to educate 
the American public about the choices 
we face. He hopes our elected represen- 
tatives will quit their catfighting and 
slow-dancing and get things done. But if 
they fail, Perot may, Cincinnatus-like, 
agree to leave his plow and save the 
country. It's this dance of expectation 
and disillusionment and acclamation 
that gives his candidacy moral validity. 

The ritual takes place behind the 
screen of Perot's followers, those who 
used to be called "the volunteers" and 
who are now grouped under the weirdly 
unpunctuated heading United We Stand 
America (as if opposed to those who 
Can't Stand America). All year, members 
have been holding meetings about 
whether to incorporate as a third party or 
remain an unaffiliated swing bloc. 
(United We Stand members are fairly 
evenly split on this issue, according to 
spokeswoman Sharon Holman.) This 
leaves Perot free to make the call, and to 
heed the call, whenever he decides he 
hears it. With his folksy wit, penchant for 
conspiracy thinking, and a multi-billion- 
dollar personal fortune needing some 
outlet, he promises to make presidential 
politics extremely lively once again, 
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Ever eat in a place where

N THE SEVENTEEN SUMMERS I SPENT ON ST. MARKS PLACE, LIVING IN OUR MISERABLE TENEMENT APART- 

ment, no matter how hot it got, I never once saw an egg fried on the sidewalk. I did, however, on 
one exceedingly stifling evening — ^nary a breeze stirring, mercury about to spout through the top 
of the thermometer — spy a large, slick-skulled punkster, chain saw tattooed on his right temple, 
slam an egg flat onto his big, bald head. Albumen and yolk flew, but still, the egg didn't fry. 
Once there was Coney Island, egalitarian Mecca to the sweltered. Now the nexuses of 



sweaty ritual, places that begin to cook when the air gets thick 
and underwear starts to stick, are more far-flung, more special- 
ized. In Brooklyn, the junior dons whackroll their "dad-o-lacks" 
down Eighteenth Avenue, under the elevated tracks, and over to 
Avenue U. By Cross Bay Boulevard in Queens, sons of sons of 
Erin recapitulate the drink-wolf-barf continuum.

and you have the St. Marks rhapsody Gershwin steered clear of. 

Sure, it's easy enough to put on the air conditioner, if you've 
got one, and white-noise everything to oblivion. But who'd want 
to shut this out — this seethe, this great pulse of humanity! — it's 
the basis of your art, your life. 

How did I ever move away? Well, how much can a body take? 
Seventeen is a lot of St. Marks summers; stay too long and you'll 
forget this place is, like summer itself, about being kind of young 
and kind of stupid, parading evanescent through the night, listen- 
ing to the unlistenable. Stay too long and soon enough you're an- 
other one of those faces in the window, looking out with a silent 
curse. Not to worry — they've got plenty of would-be bohemians 
signed up to take your spot under the slowly moving ceiling fan. 

Still, I come back, especially around now. Another Starbucks 
goes up every other minute, but, the gentry and Giuliani aside, 
there's a timelessness to the first hot night on St. Marks Place. 
This particular evening was no different. The ingenues of every 
sex were there, painted and pouty by the magazine rack at Gem 
Spa. The scumbag "vendors" hawking three-year-old copies of 
male porno mags and one-armed sweaters ("Hey, man, it's velour, 
velour^) blocked the sidewalk. Cops hassled them. The usual. 

I saw Tree Man. Like plenty of St. Marks bums. Tree Man dis- 
appears during the winter, only to return with the warm weath- 
er, like the red-breasted robin and asparagus at the Korean gro- 
cer. In keeping with this cycle-of -nature theme, Tree Man is not- 
ed for his foliage, i.e., the towering thicket of branches (usually 
maple) he shoves into various slits cut into his omnipresent 
overcoat so as to resemble a moving forest. 

"Tree Man! Wasszup?" 

Tree Man smiles, showing irregular dentition. Earlier in the day, 
the temperature up near 90, he was "vvdlted." But then he found a 
hose. "I watered myself," Tree Man reported. "It's better now." 

It was so. Under the soft, vaporous glow of a St. Marks Place 
street lamp. Tree Man's leaves appeared glossy and robust, ver- 
dant as an English glade. I took it as an uplifting image with 
which to slink into summer.

Beautiful places to eat outdoors, 
far from the clamor and din 



tHERE EXISTS, AT THIS MOMENT IN 
this city, an unprecedented need 
for restaurants with gardens. As 
our avenues get grimier, a place 
away from the street, with 
surrounding greenery, marigolds, or annual 
pinks, is both soothing and redemptive. But 
also, in the midst of all this natural wonder, a 
person can still light up a cigarette (though not 
always — the new smoking laws dictate that only 
25 percent of an outdoor area can be reserved 
for smokers, and some places forbid it 
altogether). Three relatively new gardens have 
raised the standard of Manhattan outdoor 
dining to a level of exquisiteness heretofore 
unimaginable. L'udo, an Italian restaurant on 
Lafayette Street, is at once rustic and 
unmistakably urban. I Trulli has a sweetly 
Mediterranean back-country setting and 
happens to be in the East Twenties. Verbena, on 
Irving Place, is for skeptics who have never seen 
the elegant geometry of premeditated flora in 
any Manhattan backyard — except perhaps the 
one that Olmstead gave us. 
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JUiraote— 54 East 61st Street 19-] 660). 
Setting: Lush and romantic, with a re- 
tractable awning to shield diners from the 
midday sun. Cuisine: Dramatically present- 
ed American food, with French flourishes. 

B«te»U— 52/ West 46th Street {246- 
9171). Setting: The best garden in the 
theater district — very flowery, with a 
large, gorgeous fountain. Cuisine: High- 
end Piedmontese, 

Barolo — 398 West Broadway, between 
Spring and Broome Streets (226-1 102). 
Setting: Semi-covered courtyard garden. 
Cuisine: SoHo-style Italian. 

Boathouse Ctt»— Central Park Lake. East 
Park Drive at 72nd Street 151 7-2233). 
Setting: A covered terrace overlooking the 
lake — as country as the city gets. Cuisine: 
American-Continental that doesn't live up 
to the view but is improving. 

BoMWiy Bar — 40 East 4th Street (475- 
2220). Setting: Vast, South Beachy patio. 
Cuisine: Standard trendy American bistro. 

Bninetta's — 190 First Avenue, near 12th 
Street (228-4030). Setting: Backyard 
barbecue, complete with wooden picnic 
tables. Cuisine: Cheap, intermittently 
inspired Italian. 

Bryant Park GrW— 25 West 40th Street 
(840-6500). Setting: The terraced cafe sec- 
tion is simple, spacious, and Parisian; the 
Grill is more upscale and prettified. Cui- 
sine: The B.P. Cafe serves the standard cof- 
fee, salads, and sandwiches; the Grill takes 
bigger chances, wath swordfish hash and 
duck burritos. 

Cafe la Fortuna— 69 West 71st Street (724- 
5846). Setting: Green concrete underfoot, 
loudly humming air conditioner — but one 
can't be picky in this neighborhood. Cui- 
sine: Coffee, pastry. 

Caffe Boodi— 7 West 20th Street (691- 
8136). Setting: An arbor of vines shades a 
very pretty Mediterranean-style garden. 
Cuisine: Reasonably priced Sicilian. 

The CloWer Cafe— 25S East 9th Street 
(777-9128). Setting: As bucolic as the East 
Village gets. Cuisine: Typical cafe entrees, 
salads, and sandwiches, none of which are 
very good. Stick to desserts, wine, and iced 
coffees. 

Courtyard Cafe— / 50 East 39th Street, in 
the Doral Court Hotel (779-0739). Setting: 
An impressive waterfall surrounded by 
ferns and shrubs dominates a white-trellis- 
lined garden decorated with hanging bas- 
kets bursting with flora. Cuisine: Standard 
American hotel food. 

Demi — 1316 Madison Avenue, at 93rd 
Street (534-3475). Setting: Tiny upstairs 
terrace in nineteenth-century townhouse. 
Cuisine: Lobster ravioli, seared tuna — you 
can guess the rest. 

Fletcher Morgan Provisions — 864 Lexington 
Avenue, near 65th Street (288-6764). 
Setting: Tmy, with flagstone floors, pots of 
pansies, a white picket fence, and five tables 
covered with sunflower-print linens. 
Cuisine: French-inspired light fare. 

Flowece— 2/ West 17th Street (691-8888). 
Setting: Third-floor walk-up terrace garden 
sandwiched between two buildings. Mosaic 
panels alternating with planters of ivy and 
geraniums line the walls on either side. 
Cuisine: Up on the roof, chef Marc Salon- 
sky serves a limited menu featuring mostly 
grilled and barbecued dishes. 

Gascogne — 158 Eighth Avenue, near 18th 
Street (675-6564). Setting: An attractive. 
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bi-level country garden illuminated at night by 
banks of colored lights. Cuisine: Foie gras, 
cassoulet, and all manner of not-exactly-sum- 
mery southwestern-French cuisine. 

Grove— 374 Bleecker Street (675-9463). Set- 
ting: Rustic wooden tables and a white trellis 
on the back wall laden with hanging plants. 
Cuisine: Inexpensive French- American. 

Home— 20 Cornelia Street (243-9579). 
Setting: Pocket-handkerchief-size, sun-dap- 
pled rustic garden with seating for 23. 
Cuisine: Moderately priced down-home 
American food. 

I ThiK— /22 East 27th Street (481-7372). 
Setting: Large, semi-covered courtyard with 
whitewashed walls, terra-cotta-tone frescoes, 
and shrubs along one wall. Cuisine: A moder- 
ately priced menu that highlights the fish and 
vegetable specialties of Apulia, a little-known 
region of Southern Italy 

La Utodri— ;6S West 18th Street (727- 
8022). Setting: A striped tent covers a 75-seat 
patio surrounded by potted trees, transform- 
ing what was once a parking lot into a sultry, 
romantic escape. Cuisine: Pricey — and gener- 
ally worth it — regional Italian. 

L'uda— 452 Lafayette Street (388-09781. 
Setting: Distressed brick walls with frag- 
ments of frescoes that hint at a significant 
and arcane history Pots of juniper trees and 
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old olive-oil cans full of flowers and herbs 
break up the area. A changing art exhibition 
is hung on the walls around the garden. 
Cuisine: Reasonably priced country-style 
French-Italian. 

UiM P«rk — The Pavilion at Union Square 
(243-7969). Setting: Hidden under umbrellas 
and tents at the northern end of the park. 
There's a pool table. And models. Cuisine: 
Mediterranean. 

Marcli-^05 East 58th Street (754-6272). 
Setting: Intimate, green-and-white-canopied 
wildflower garden with a wall of firewood at 
the far end. Cuisine: Wayne Nish's contempo- 
rary-American gourmand-style menu. 

Miracle Grill — / 12 First Avenue, near 7th 
Street (254-2353). Setting: The big tent and 
sparkly white lights make you feel a bit like 
you're dining at a wedding reception. 
Cuisine: Nouvelle southwestern that's not as 
transcendent as it was when Bobby Flay 
cooked here. 

Pletro A Vanena — 25 Cleveland Place, be- 
tween Lafayette and Spring (941-0286). Set- 
ting: Funky and spacious, with Rear Window 
views into NoHo apartments. Cuisine: Inex- 
pensive Italian. 

Provence — 38 MacDougal Street (475- 
7500). Setting: A fountain, surrounded by a 
pale-green trellis and climbing plants, pre- 



sides over an intimate garden. Cuisine: French 
Provencal. 

Restaurant Raphael— 55 West 54th Street 
(582-8993). Setting: A tiny bit of the south of 
France smack in the middle of midtown, with 
a Provence-like backdrop of freesia, Boston 
ferns, and ivy. Cuisine: High-end power-lunch 
French. 

Saagrii— i9 West 49th Street, at the Rocke- 
feller Center skating rink (246-9201). Setting: 
The rink is transformed into a summer garden 
with tubs of ficus and hibiscus trees and 
hanging baskets. Large market umbrellas 
shade the 2 1 tables. Cuisine: Chef Ed Brown's 
wonderful American seafood. 

Verbena— 54 In'ing Place (260-5454). Set- 
ting: A gardener's garden — lettuce set out in 
rows, beans strung up on poles, tomatoes, 
and every herb you can imagine. Four large 
market umbrellas shade the tables, with 
pressed flowers in glass screens dividing the 
space. Cuisine: The a la carte menu features 
contemporary American dishes. There's also 
a more casual menu featuring items from 
the raw bar and tarts, flat breads, and 
salads.

Setting: Like a downtown backyard party, 
circa 1988. Cuisine: East Village hummus- 
and-tofu quasi-vegetarian.

GARY PANTER IS AN ARTIST, BUT HIS 
Williamsburg studio looks like a cav- 
ernous, dusty kiddie playhouse. 
Stuffed animals hang from a net fas- 
tened to the ceiling. Mexican- 
wrestler dolls, wooden airplanes, rubber skele- 
tons, and plastic suction-cup spiders spill out of 
bags onto the floor. "Part of my work is rever- 
sion," explains Panter, 44, a painter, illustrator, 
and comic-book artist. "I've been collecting toys 
for twenty years. Most people grow out of it. I 
stayed interested in dinosaurs and spacemen and 
Disneyland and crap." 

His preoccupations have clearly paid off. Pan- 
ter's fiercely idiosyncratic style — an exhilarating 
whirl of Godzilla movies, fifties stag magazines, 
Japanese comic books, Mexican murals, and Jack 
Kirby's Fantastic Four — has landed his illustrations 
in The New Yorker, Rolling Stone, and The New 
York Times Magazine, among other publications. 
This month, Matt Greening's Bongo comics begins 
quarterly publication of Jimbo, the scratchily 
drawn misadventures of Panter's hapless "Nean- 
derthal everyman." As the head designer for Pee- 
wee's Playhouse, Panter created the show's sets 
and props and acted as the liaison between Pee- 
wee (a.k.a. Paul Reubens) and 40 toy companies. 
But Panter's favorite toys are those he finds at the 



stoop sales in his own neighborhood, Brooklyn's 
Park Slope. "You can find all this unbelievable 
stuff that you can't believe people actually made," 
he says. "It's amazing that it was ever put into pro- 
duction." 

And so on a summer Saturday, Panter often piles 
into the car with his daughter, Olive (age "four anc 
five quarters"), and trolls for keepers among other 
people's cast-off playthings, the quirkier and more 
primitive the better. There's no way to predict 
which streets will yield the choicest bounty — but a 
good tip is to hit all the streets in Park Slope as they 
run downhill from Prospect Park. Panter's wife, 
graphic designer Helene Silverman, offers this valu- 
able stoop-sale-shopper's tip: "If you buy used toys, 
put them through the dishwasher." Today, Olive 
finds a dollhouse that folds shut like a briefcase and 
a pocket-size plastic Magic Slate from McDonald's. 
Her father selects an illustrated history of the peo- 
ples of Kenya, a book of Bible stories, and a set of 
Tmkertoys. No problem finding Panter's car — it's 
the one with the secular dashboard shrine: a plastic 
Easter bunny surrounded by plastic flowers. Driv- 
ing around as he scours the neighborhood for more 
loot, Panter recalls, "The best thing I ever got at a 
stoop sale was a big toy submarine from the fifties 
for $5 and " Just then, going through an inter- 
section, he spots another jackpot: tables full of toys 
and books filling the sidewalk, a cornucopia of arti- 
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facts and inspiration. "Sorry," he says "I 
forgot what we were talking about when I 
saw all that plastic."

sey," she says in her energetic Mississippi 
twang, "but it has more of a spread-out 
shopping-mall feel. This" — she's referring to 
the 74th Street-37th Avenue axis — "is a 
true urban walking area." 

Today, Stubbs is in the market for silk — 
specifically a plain lavender piece that she 
says will make a delightful table decoration 
for a dinner party she's planning. The air 
along this bustling thoroughfare of grocers, 
fabric and jewelry stores, and restaurants is 
thick with cardamom and incense; men on 
the street hawk boxes of mangoes as 
women in saris and chadors stroll by. 

First stop is the Taj Sari Palace, about 
halfway down 74th Street between 37th 
and 36th Avenues. Stubbs examines bolt 
after bolt of fabric — but amid the well- 
priced iridescent gossamer silks, chiffon- 
weight embroidered cottons, and plain 
China silk, nothing seems quite right. 

After checking out a few more of the 
dozen or so fabric shops on the block, 
Stubbs ducks into Delhi Palace across the 
street, where she buys what can best be de- 
scribed as Pakistani party mix, a crunchy, 
spicy confection she likes to keep on hand 
for gallery openings. Walking back toward 
37th Avenue, we pass the Jackson Diner, a 
nondescript place on the comer. There are 
restaurants up and down the block adver- 
tising fifteen-course lunches ($4.95) and 
dinners ($6.95), but this is Stubbs's favorite 
Indian buffet. "It just looks like a little ol' bit 



own clothing label. Living Doll, in 1987. 
Now her moderately priced collection of 
crocodile-vinyl pants, sexy nylon tops, and 
other "little, tight, and cute" styles for club 
kids and indie-rocker chicks is sold at 
Bloomingdale's, Patricia Field, and TGI 70. 
Since the beginning, the thirtyish Up- 
richard's thrift-store pilgrimages have 
played an important role in her designs, of- 
ten inspiring a future collection. "On a typ- 
ical day, I'll hit ten stores," she says. "I'll just 
double-park and do a quick ten-minute scan 
at each place. It all depends on how much 
money 1 have to spend." 

First up: H&K Furniture Exchange, at 
1015 Tiffany Street, between Westchester 
Avenue and East 165th Street. At H&K, 
fur coats, croquet sets, kitchen stools, and 
Electrolux vacuum cleaners jostle for 
space with armoires, desks, and dining- 
room sets, all priced to move. "We don't 
get the yuppie crowd in here," manager 
Len Sussman says, "the ones who are used 
to paying inflated prices." Uprichard spots 
a teal plaid men's suit of tropical-weight 
wool— not bad for $20. 

Back in the car, Uprichard heads past the 
live-poultry stores, the charred remains of 
the Happy Land Social Club, and the Home 
Boy 2000 jewelry store to American An- 
tiques and Furniture, at 430 East 188th 
Street. Saturdays are a madhouse here; 
shoppers gather on the sidewalk to get first 
crack at the boxes of merchandise that are 



for future death-defying acts, taking meet- 
ings with MTV or MCA, or schmoozing at 
Bowery Bar with his model and celebrity 
friends, this is one of his favorite places to 
hang out. "It's cool," he says. "You can get a 
meal for about $5, and then just sit out- 
side." 

Today, he's eating a lunch of organic 
greens with balsamic dressing, brown rice, 
beans, and some natural potion recom- 
mended by a model friend he just ran into 
five minutes ago. "It gets you high like you 
smoked a joint," she had said, "but not as 
fuzzy." From the look of things, the elixir — 
which smells more like iced tea and vinegar 
than like anything mystical — isn't having 
much of an effect, but Blaine, 22, seems 
happy anyway. "So many people get spun 
into the web of nightclubs," says a man who 
spends more time in clubs than most, "but 
there are so many other things to do." 

Nutritional requirements met, Blaine 
starts the trek up Broadway to a favorite 
magic store on 25th Street. "Most people 
think of magicians as being goofy," he 
says, "because their only experience with 
them was some clown in a big suit who 
annoyed the shit out of them. But that's 
not the sort of thing 1 do." Which is true; 
Magic is, traditionally, inherently dorky, 
and Blaine has turned it into something 
approaching cool. Which, ducking into 
Coffee Shop on Union Square for a quick 
break from the heat, Blaine demonstrates 
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with great deadpan-hipster elan. 

Even though Coffee Shop no longer 
draws the truly fabulous, it's still not a to- 
tally uncool place to drop in during the 
day. A few hungover beautiful people are 
fighting fire with fire at the bar while 
Veronica Webb sits alone at a corner 
booth talking on a cellular phone. Blaine 
performs several tricks — biting a quarter 
in half and then blowing on it to make it 
whole, making a card appear where it 
couldn't possibly be, transferring cigarette 
ashes from his closed fist to his compan- 
ion's — each effect more astonishingly 
spooky than the last. 

Next stop: the magic shop, Tannen's 
Magic Company, an unassuming second- 
floor store. Blaine has come looking for a 
book; though the shop carries several 
manuals on the art of sleight-of-hand, it 
doesn't have the one he wants, so he set- 
tles for a deck of cards. On the way out, 
he notices a small placard next to a hand- 
written ad for four young trained doves 
that lists a magician meeting place at 
Reuben's Deli at Madison and 38th. "I 
used to go there all the time, but 1 don't 




anymore," Blaine says. "It's just a regular 
deli that is closed in the back to everybody 
but magicians on Saturdays. All these old 
guys sit there all afternoon doing tricks for 
each other." 

It's early evening now, and Blaine is at 
Cafe Tabac, suspending a crumpled $5 bill 
between his palms. As he pulls his hands 
away, the bill continues to float. There's -a 
mix of groovy dance music and rock play- 
ing; at a table in the back sits Blaine's ICM 
agent, |on Podell, with his significantly 
younger girlfriend. Misty Hall (cousin to 
Jerry). Blaine's black-leather-jeaned, long- 
haired roommate Ian Kessner, Tabac own- 
er Roy Libenthal, and a couple of models 
round out the group. Up at the bar, Blaine 
casually pushes a lit cigarette though a 
quarter and then pulls it back. There's 
nothing hokey or David Copperfield about 
all this; Blaine's magic is psychological and 
intimate. "You can tell a lot about a person 
by the way they react when the magic hap- 
pens," he says. "It strips away all the pre- 
tensions and makes people vulnerable and 
more open to the moment. And that's what 
life should be anyway." D.C. 



SOCCER AND CILANTRO IN RED HOOK 

THERE ARE SECTIONS OF RED 
Hook — the poor part of South 
Brooklyn cut off from the bor- 
ough's genteel brownstone 
corridor by the Brooklyn- 
Queens Expressway — that are very quiet. 
Deserted, even. These are not the parts 
frequented by Molly O'Neill. As the food 
columnist for The New York Times Maga- 
zine, O'Neill has sampled her share of lo- 
cal cuisine. But on sunny Saturday after- 
noons, O'Neill heads for Red Hook Park, 
where competing boom boxes blast Selena 
and lose Jose and the air is filled with the 
smells of commeal, cilantro, guacamole, 
salsa, and meat sizzling on the grill. Here, 
while Central and South American soccer 
teams do battle on the field, families from 
El Salvador, Honduras, Mexico, Guate- 
mala, Colombia, and Ecuador prepare and 
sell delicious, inexpensive food on the 
sidelines. "It's like going to another coun- 
try," O'Neill says, happily digging into a 
tamale. "I can watch sports and eat won- 
derful food. My two dogs can run around. 
There's great music. Everybody's happy." 

The field, bounded by Bay, Court, Clin- 
ton, and Halleck Streets (Court runs south 
from Brooklyn Heights), hosts about 100 
teams. Kids play on Saturday mornings 
while the food vendors are setting up their 
stands. In the shade of the oak trees along 
Bay Street, they stoke their barbecue grills 
and rig up trash cans into woodstoves, bal- 
ancing big oil-filled cooking pots on top 
for frying. An old woman standing on a 
box grills Salvadoran pupusas: fistfuls of 
commeal dough filled with fried pork and 
cheese, then flattened into patties, grilled, 
and served with peppery marinated cab- 
bage. Mexican tacos are piled high with 
tender beef, chopped tomatoes, cilantro, 
and salsa. Elote, roasted com on the cob, is 
served impaled on a stick and seasoned 
with mayonnaise, cheese, and red pepper. 
As the afternoon wears on, lines form for 
chicharrones, taquitos, and empanadas. A 
little kid, his lips dyed blue from his Sno- 
Cone, climbs on a fence. Two girls, wear- 
ing one roller skate each, wobble after 
O'Neill's bearded collies, Betty Lou and 
Herschel. 

Though families have been gathering 
here for years, none of the food vendors has 
a permit. On a recent Saturday, some of 
them reported that park rangers had paid 
them an early-morning visit and threatened 
to confiscate all their food. "The food sell- 
ers want to become legal, but nobody will 
give them a permit," says Hugo Calderon, 
president of the Guatemalan Soccer 
League. "Those people are just trying to 
make a living," adds Carlos Martinez, head 
of the American League. "They're not sell- 
ing drugs. They're selling good food." Will 
this be the final season for the informal Red 
Hook food festival? Let's hope not. But in 
her new book, A Well-Seasoned Appetite 
(Viking), in which O'Neill celebrates the 
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joys of cooking with the seasons and eating 
foods at their peak, the message is simple: 
Get it while you can. S.F. 

SOUL SALVATION UPTOWN 

It's about 1 1 a.m., and even though 
it's a petfect day to be outdoors, pro- 
fessor Ann Douglas can't help being a 
little disappointed. "1 was just here 
last weekend," she says, "and the pea- 
cocks were spreading their feathers and 
strutting around as proud as, well, pea- 
cocks." The two birds belonging to this 
sanctuary may be out of sight at the mo- 
ment, but they're not far away — their occa- 
sional screeching is just about the only in- 
terruption to the monastic silence of the 
biblical garden tucked behind the southern 
edge of the Cathedral Church of St. John 
the Divine, off Amsterdam Avenue and 
11 1th Street. "When 1 moved to New York 
2 1 years ago," Douglas says, "a friend said 
to me, 'If you want a mad social life, then 
New York's your place. If you want to live 
the life of a recluse, then New York's your 
place, too.' This is the side of New York you 
can live in and be a recluse." 

Douglas, 53, who wrote Terrible Hon- 
esty: Mongrel Manhattan in the 1920s (Far- 
rar, Straus and Giroux) — which energeti- 
cally traces the emergence of the city as the 
cultural capital of the world — has a taste for 
anodyne urban spaces. A professor of 
American studies at Columbia, she lives 
near a stretch of Riverside Drive that, with 
its cobblestoned paths and ancient arching 
trees, looks like Paris. "Or," she corrects 
herself, "I should say, Paris resembles //." 

Leaving the cathedral to escape the on- 
slaught of the lunch crowd, Douglas cross- 
es Amsterdam Avenue and passes two insti- 
tutions, V&T Pizza ("It's one of my fa- 
vorites," she says. "It's a fairly heavy crust, 
but it has the greatest toppings") and the 
Hungarian Pastry Shop ("It used to be a 
great hangout in the seventies for campus 
lefties," she says. "It's still great, thou^ 1 
don't know how many lefties there are 
left"). Forty minutes and a No. 2-train ride 
later, we arrive at the Community Book- 
store, at Seventh Avenue and Garfield 
Street in Park Slope. 

The bookstore has been here for 24 years, 
and despite a recent renovation, it hasn't 
lost its homey feel, with red carpeting and 
green-glass-and-brass lamps. The store also 
functions as a hub for the neighborhood's 
growing literary population. As owner Su- 
san Scioli puts it, "It used to be more lefty. 
Now it's just intellectual in a diffei^ent way." 
There are readings by authors ranging from 
David Sedaris to Phillip Lopate to New 
York Times gardening columnist Anne 
Raver, who should draw quite a crowd here. 
"People here have a different relationship to 
home," Douglas says of the urban subur- 
banites who've flocked to the neighbor- 
hood, seed catalogues at the ready. "Clearly, 
this is not Manhattan. This could be a street 
of the town 1 grew up in." D.C. 
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LIFE, AS MADONNA HAS REMARKED, IS A MYSTERY. INDEED, IN JUNE 1989, SHE REMARKED UP- 
on life's mysterious nature again and again, from the highways and the hedgerows, from 
the valleys to the forests (and the mountains up above!). And, more to the point for ha- 
bitual residents of Manhattan in the summer, she announced it from the really, really big 
speakers of the cars that constitute the central attraction of the city's summerlong traf- 
fic jam on Sixth Avenue. This was because "Like a Prayer," the song that occasioned 



Madonna's remarking upon the unfathomable aspects of mortal ex- 
istence, was itself one of life's mysteries: a summer song. In fact, if 
it hadn't happened to be on a summer album and hadn't had to 
yield to "Express YourselP and "Cherish," it would have been so 
perfectly suited to the requirements of summer songdom that in a 
drier year, she might well have gone on remarking upon the im- 
ponderable puzzles of our tenure here on earth until, love Madon- 
na as we might, the merest hint of another round of her beat- 
marked philosophizing would be enough to make us run mad. 

That the summer song induces thoughts of tearing your hair out 
with helpless irritation is only one of the things that make it a dis- 
tinctly urban pleasure. The traffic conditions and high concentra- 
tion of cars with really, really big speakers may have something to 
do with it, too. Hell, as Jean-Paul Sartre has remarked, is other peo- 
ple, though it is worth noting that he was probably surrounded by 
French people when he remarked it. 

In any event, the requirements for a summer song are simple 
and few. There can be more than one summer song per summer, 
but the true giants of the genre sweep all before them with their 
wicked-awesome mad awesomeness to stand alone (e.g.. 
Naughty by Nature's "O.P.P."). They can be ballads (Sting's 
"Every Breath You Take"), or they can be rockers (Fine Young 
Carmibals' "She Drives Me Crazy"); they can be insignificant 
pop confections (Regina's "Baby Love"), or they can be high-wa- 
ter marks of mass-cultural achievement (Prince's "When Doves 
Cry"). But there are really only three unbendable requirements: 

1 . They must be released in the summer. For example, Salt-N- 
Pepa had a summer song with "Push It" in every regard other 
than its unfortunately being a hit in the winter. The Beastie Boys 
ditto with "(You Gotta) Fight for Your Right (to Party!)," which 
also had too much punctuation in its title. 

2. As with article ideas said to be likely to find favor with Tma 
Brown, the summer song must be a fully realized work but one 
that is still easily summarizable at the length of a T-shirt slogan. 
Thus the Knack's "My Sharona," a monster summer smash, pos- 
es no puzzler more complex than "When you gonna give me 
some time, Sharona?" and, lest the brainwork required to get 
with this question overtax the listener, also provides frequent 
mental rest stops by asserting that she is "my, my, my, my whoo!" 
Elastica's seductively opaque "Connection," though substantial- 



ly the exact same tune, is an allusive, elliptical meditation on the 
rules of attraction, and so has very little potential. And Janet 
Malcolm's Sylvia Plath piece made every one of its 30,000 or so 
words count in the service of the idea writers are scum. 

3. It enters your mind and stays there, forever. Then at around 
the same time that the back of your neck ceases to feel dirty and 
gritty, it goes away. When you hear it again, years later, and you 
will, while shopping at Wings for the kind of leggings you had 
before but they stopped making, you will not remark, as Shake- 
speare once did, "Not marble, nor the gilded monuments of 
princes, shall outlive this powerful rhyme." You will remark, 
"That's the song I heard all summer, often so loudly that it was 
impossible to believe it wasn't coming from someplace in my 
own apartment, that year I was dating [your ex-boyfriend's 
NAME here] and we went down the shore and it rained. How 
tired it sounds to me now." 

Like all other urban pleasures that lead to thoughts of homi- 
cide, the summer song is fundamentally a socialist kind of a 
thing. We all get an equal share, regardless of our class or station 
in life or even our own volition. Nevertheless, summer songs 
seek heat with typical single-minded capitalist literalness: There 
are 22 song titles the first word of which is summer in the Bill- 
board book of top 40 hits, some of which (D.J. Jazzy Jeff & the 
Fresh Prince's "Summertime," Percy Faith's "Summer Place 
[Theme From A]") were actually summer songs. Under winter, 
on the other hand, you will find only Engelbert Humperdinck's 
"Wmter World of Love," all by itself, shivering and probably try- 
ing to sell the matches that are its only source of warmth. 

Of course, a summer song has no more need to be calculat- 
edly commercial than a car alarm does; its truest flower grows 
out of what we have instead of nature: street culture. Hits like 
"O.P.P." or Onyx's "Slam" are made to take a heterogeneous 
assemblage of hot, sweaty bodies — whether on the street, the 
dance floor, or in the park beneath your bedroom window — 
and turn them into a briefly homogeneous hot, sweaty unit. 
Life is a one-world mixed bag when you summer where you 
winter. So let our voices be raised in unison: Summer is icu- 
men in, loudly sing "Whoot, there it is." Or if you prefer, "One, 
two," as Joey Ramone has remarked at the beginning of "Rock- 
away Beach," "three, four." h

grilled fish. It's one of those inevitable 
rules, like fighting over who made all the 
calls to Seattle. Who cares if the tuna or 
swordfish steaks cost as much apiece as 
an entree at Restaurant Daniel? It's sum- 
mer. They're fresh off the dock. 

The less romantic truth is that unless 
you like mackerel or bluefish, which most 
people find too strong for frequent meals, 
the fish for which you'll pay a premium at 
that pungently authentic waterside fish 
shop in, say, Montauk, is more likely to 
come from the Fulton Fish Market than 
from a boat that pulled in to a nearby pier 
at dawn. Every piece of salmon you'll find 
has been raised on a farm. Most of the 
shrimp isn't fresh; in the insidious lan- 
guage of the fish business, "fancy" can 
mean previously frozen. The scallops will 
have been dipped in a chemical preserva- 
tive that makes them drink in water until 
they're bloated and tasteless. Pompano, 
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how to tell the difference

red snapper, grouper: None of it is local, go- 
ing even by the generous New York defini- 
tion of "local" as anything caught between 
the Carolinas and Maine. Unless your mar- 
ket has its own contract with a fishing 
boat — something that is very unlikely — you 
can get the seaside fish as fresh or fresher in 
a city shop, and usually cheapser. 



This doesn't mean that you should pack 
fish in the car or bring it on the Jitney. Un- 
less you have a traveling icemaker, trans- 
porting fish much farther than a mile 
(which on a Saturday afternoon in Sag- 
aponack can be an especially long trip) is 
not a good idea. You should buy fish as 
close to where you're going to eat it as 



Where to Buy It 



Fish caught in nearby waters may not 
have a better sense of style and a more 
cosmopolitan worldview, but they are 
fresher. Here are some of the best fish- 
mongers in the area and the kinds of local 
fish they stock. 

CttaraHa*! — swordfish, tuna, striped bass, 
blackfish (2135 Broadway, at 75th Street;

possible, and learn how to be picky. 

1 recently spent a night and a morning 
at the Fulton Fish Market, where I saw 
firsthand why every fish maven's first 
words when asked advice on buying fish 
are "Find a good fishmonger." There are 
a lot more bad fish than good fish, and 
even the good fish can be compromised if 
they aren't treated right. But flabby 
farmed salmon and tasteless tilapia aside, 
fish is the last great wild food sold on a 
vast commercial scale — your chance, via 
at least two middlemen, of course, to 
commune with the hunter-gatherers. On 
my long night's journey into sunrise over 
the Brooklyn Bridge, I picked up a num- 
ber of ways to check out the quality of 
the goods you'll serve as local on hot 
summer nights.

award-winning author of the 
recent Fish, a comprehensive 
guide and cookbook, says 
about William Bowers. 
"There's nothing he won't do 
for you." And most of the ven- 
dors at Fulton Fish Market will do a lot 
for Bowers: He buys for Jake's, the fish 
market at Broadway near 89th Street in 
which he is a partner, and for the two 
Dock's seafood restaurants, one next 
door to the shop and one on Third Av- 
enue and 40th Street. 

"They mark up the fish for me," Bow- 
ers, a man of medium height with the sug- 
gestion of a beer belly and a cheerful jaun- 
tiness, tells me when I meet him at Roy's 
Coffee Wagon in the Fulton Fish Market 
at 2:30 one morning, his usual starting 
time. He sips his first cup of coffee and 
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lights his first cigarette: Caffeine and nico- 
tine keep the maricet running. "If they find 
a sword or a tuna that's a real diamond, 
they won't let anyone else have it until I 
get here." "Mark up" means literally to 
write "Sold" on the silver-gray hide of the 
torpedo-shaped swordfish; "diamond" is 
Bowers's word for any fish he thinks is in 
superb shape. Naturally, Bowers didn't get 
this special treatment when he started out 
in the rough-and-tumble world of the fish 
market, which this spring is filled with po- 
lice cars as part of an announced crack- 
down on corruption. Before he was a 
known customer. Bowers had to pay extra 
for diamonds. 

Bowers is accompanied by Vilma 
Rivera, who works at lake's and often 
buys fish with him. The two are dressed in 
T-shirts, baseball caps, and heavy boots — 
a necessity, considering that the floors and 
pavement of the market are frequently 
vamp-deep in brackish water and slime. 

"You wouldn't believe the storage con- 
ditions here," Bowers says, and he isn't re- 
ferring only to the aftermath of the recent 
fire (assumed to have been arson) that 
gutted part of the interior. For years, ven- 
dors have had to rely on ice to display the 
fish, refrigerated display cases being a lux- 
ury reserved for retail merchants. 

The single most important thing a fish 
seller can do is keep fish iced at all times, 
from the minute it's caught until it is sold. 
The ice should be fresh, and there should 
be good drainage. Your role as customer is 
to ice the fish as soon as you get it home 
and keep it packed in ice (but not frozen) 
until you're ready to cook it, which prefer- 
ably will be that night. The advice to ice 
and cook fast is one of those inconvenient 
rules you wish you could break but will 
cause later suffering if you do, like not 
writing thank-you notes. Once you've 
bought your fish, the handiest way to keep 
it in ice — especially in the summer, when 
you need all you've got for Tom Collins- 
es — is to ask the market to wrap it in paper 
and pack it with ice in a thick plastic bag. 

These rudimentary steps are skipped 
with alarming frequency, both in shops 
and at the Fulton market. Hods of sword- 
fish are dumped on bare metal counters, 
their thick gray skin gone dull, like cloth 
duct tape. Peculiar-looking silver ribbon 
fish, looking like Oldenburg-designed 
fettuccine, swarm waterless in cardboard 
boxes on the ground. These are bought 
for the Asian trade and illustrate a pitfall 
(by no means inevitable) of traveling to 
Chinatown to get bargains. Bowers 
points apoplectically to buyers from 
Chinatown who arrive at the market 
rolling fiimsy metal grocery-bag carts and 
simply stuff them with fish, un-iced and 
frequently unwrapped. "The police who 
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are supposed to be cracking down on 
corruption should be cracking down on 
them," he says. 

Bowers first checks in with his sword- 
fish-and-tuna man, Artie Natsis of Goth- 
am Seafood. Natsis is a "purveyor," or 
middleman, who has exclusive contracts 
with two fishing boats; he was once a pro- 
fessional fisherman himself. Restaurants 
often buy from purveyors rather than 
from big fish wholesalers, partly for con- 
venience and partly because purveyors, 
who take a markup, are more forgiving 
than are wholesalers of the typically late 
payments from restaurants. Chefs, in fact, 
are scarce at the market, because of the 
hours and because many of them don't 
know much about buying fish. One who 
does. Rick Moonen of Oceana on East 
54th Street, joins us for a while to talk 
about what fish he likes; he has thought- 
fully brought along his publicist. 

As Bowers surveys the swordfish and 
tuna, he points to the glistening hide — 
shiny, like plastic duct tape — and the lus- 
trous ivory of the swordfish Hesh, com- 
paring it with the Haccid, ashen-white 
flesh of other swords for sale here. Fillets 
should be shiny, the flesh compact and 
firm rather than separating, or "gaping," 
along crevices in the tissue. The color of 
swordfish fiesh should be an almost glow- 
ing pearl white, not dingy beige; tuna 



should be a rich maroon, not a terra-cotta 
brown. Pleased with the ruby-colored side 
of tuna he has found. Bowers says, "Mark 
that baby up for lake's; that's mine now." 

The shine on other fish fillets can be 
augmented by chemical sprays or dips, un- 
fortunately. You have to trust your shop, 
since there's no way you can tell. You can 
be almost certain, though, that scallops 
have been dipped into a phosphate, which 
acts not only as a preservative but adds at 
least 25 percent to their weight. This is all 
clearly marked on the labels of the metal 
containers down at Fulton, which look 
like paint cans. "Twenty-five percent wa- 
ter" and "tripolyphosphate" are listed with 
the ingredients, but you won't see that on 
a shop sign, since the law doesn't require 
that such information be made available 
on the retail market. Bowers buys only 
"dry" sea scallops, meaning that they 
haven't been dipped and there is no extra 
water. They look different: Dipped scal- 
lops appear varnished, with little pools of 
ooze beneath them. Dry scallops are mat- 
te by comparison, with no exuded liquid. 

1 pluck one of each out of the vats and 
eat them, to the surprise of Bowers and 
the vendor, who has just been expressing 
anger that shops aren't required to reveal 
added water weight. The two men ex- 
change looks as I tell them how depressing 
the experience of eating the dipped scallop 



is. They have no problem with my verdict: 
The dipped scallop has no flavor at all, 
whereas the dry one has a sweet, briny 
taste and the slightly rubbery texture of 
good scallops. Little calico scallops, from 
southern waters, the so-called bay scallops 
you mostly get in supermarkets, have al- 
ready been partially steamed to open them 
and, when you cook them, turn to rubber 
in no time. For the next few days, 1 under- 
stood the reasons for those quizzical 
looks. Of course, 1 might have listened 
when I asked Bowers why he didn't eat 
any of the oysters offered up for his ap- 
proval. "If I did," he said at the time, "I'd 
walk around here with such a . . . stom- 
achache." Raw bivalves are risky. 

Bowers does trust his oyster dealer, 
though, to the extent that he never buys 
from anyone else. And I am very happy to 
taste a Pemaquid, from Maine, by far my 
favorite East Coast oyster: firm, with a 
hint of clam, and sweet where other 
northern Atlantic oysters are all salt. 
Bowers won't hesitate to sell Pemaquids 
for raw consumption, although to judge 
them he holds them right up to his 
mouth, kissing them — but not eating or 
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sucking — to test brininess and plump- 
ness. He won't go anywhere near Ap- 
palachacola oysters, huge soft wet things 
from Florida with no flavor, every box of 
which, after a multi-million-dollar liabil- 
ity suit, now carries a disclaimer about 
the dangers of raw shellfish. Again, you 
don't see these disclaimers in the shop, 
since fishmongers aren't required by law 
to display them to civilians. 

We pass quickly through the salmon: in 
one of the market's few cold rooms, the 
boxes are stacked neatly, like cartons of 
copy paper. The product inside is about as 
interesting, pretty though it may be. 
Salmon here is farmed salmon: reliably 
fresh and reliably dull. In May and early 
June, king and Copper River and coho 
salmon sometimes arrive from the Pacific, 
but supplies are practically black-market 
scarce, and New York shops seldom carry 
them. Farmed Atlantic salmon — fatty, 
rich, familiar, dependable — carries fish- 
mongers through otherwise lean seasons, 
and its popularity allows merchants a de- 
cent and constant markup. (Norwegian 
salmon comes from fish farms in Norway.) 
After a desultory poke at a beautiful silver- 
blue salmon in a carton. Bowers places an 
order for 600 pounds of fish. That's about 
55 to 60 salmon, enough for one day. 

For a little excitement. Bowers takes me 
to a stand run by his arch-rival: )oe 



Citarella, of Citarella's, fourteen blocks 
down Broadway, whose window displays 
famously try to top those of lake's. Citarel- 
la also runs a wholesale business; he has 
the best soft-shell crabs, so Bowers buys 
from him. On the way, Bowers pauses to 
run his finger admiringly through a thin 
layer of slime that covers the wide, flat, 
surprisingly ugly (considering its snow- 
white flesh) gray-white body of a halibut. 
The slime is in this case a good thing, be- 
cause it indicates freshness. "That's a dia- 
mond," he says. Then he waves me over to 
get a load of a particularly rank piece of 
tuna, gesturing silently but theatrically. As 
we walk away, he says in a stage whisper, 
"They won't have any trouble filleting that 
out — it'll fall right off the bone." 

Then we pass a box of silver-and-elec- 
tric-blue mackerel — the loveliest fish in 
the market this day, maybe because it real- 
ly is local, maybe because along with carp 
and red snapper and wild-caught striped 
bass (when striped bass comes into sea- 
son, after |uly 1 ), it's the most beautiful of 
the fish that regularly come through Ful- 
ton. Bowers won't sell the wildly colorful 
striped parrot fish, which looks like giant 
fish-tank fish, because customers remem- 
ber seeing it while snorkeling and have the 
same "eeyuuh" Peter Rabbit reaction peo- 
ple have to eating lapin a la moutarde. 

He stops at fine-looking pompano, from 



Florida. "Nice clear eyes," he says, "even 
though 1 don't much care much about 
eyes — ice can make them look cloudy even 
though the fish is perfect. The gills are 
okay." Gills, unlike eyes, are, in any fish, a 
reliable indicator of freshness. They 
should be blood-red, not brown. If you 
can examine a whole fish, look first at the 
gills, not the eyes. "This is a piece of shit," 
Bowers declares. Why, when eyes and gills 
pass inspection? "Look at the asshole," he 
says. "It's black." Indeed, a small flat area 
the size of a pencil eraser at the bottom of 
the rounded, flat fish is black where it 
should be pink. The vendor, a friend, 
shrugs; he knows it's not great, but he has 
to sell it. "I got shot," he says. 

Softshells are market prizes, and good 
ones command a premium. But how do 
you tell the good ones? Not just by size, 
even though fat ones cost more (like "su- 
percolossal" olives, they have their own 
nomenclature: Big sizes are "jumbos" 
and "whales"). You can tell by how soft 
the shells really are. And how do you tell 
that? By feeling their faces. Bowers 
opens a carton, attractively packed with 
pine needles and autumnal maple leaves, 
and makes me run my hand over the 
discs and pointy things on the thin tops 
of the crabs, which suddenly seem much 
less appetizing now that I know they're 
the mouth and eyes. Caressing the crea- 
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tures seems even less appealing, consid- 
ering that they're still alive. But the face 
gets hard before the body does, so if the 
face is still soft, the whole crab will be 
tender and edible, as it should be. 

Then a dispute breaks out — not be- 
tween Bowers and Citarella, who are care- 
fully friendly. It's between Citarella, who 
wears a long ponytail, and a young, blond, 
close-cropped fish buyer who, like most 
sellers and customers, travels with a hook 
dangling from his back pants pocket so as 
to move fish easily. (The cigarette stand 
sells hooks in different sizes.) 

"Yeah, /'// take those back," Citarella 
says, taking hold of a carton of softshells. 
"But I'll never sell you another box as long 
as I live. I give you my fucking best 
fish ..." As Citarella's invective becomes 
louder and more colorful, activity slows 
around the boxes of crabs. The men put 
their hooks in their belt loops and enjoy 
the show. No one seems bothered by the 
outburst — in fact, at nearly five in the 
morning, they seem refreshed, laughing 
with one another as the brouhaha ends 
and the blond buyer walks off with his 
head down. "That was nothing," Bowers 
tells me. "You should see him when he's 
really mad." And indeed, the next minute 
Citarella is showing me his prize soft- 
shells, soft, medium-size, and medium- 
lively: If they're acting fierce, chances are 
that they're overgrown and will be tough. 

What Bowers calls staple fish go to 
lake's. More unusual fish like cobia, black- 
fish, and weakfish (also called sea trout) 
go to the restaurants for specials: They 
may be "great eating fish," but customers 
aren't familiar with them and wall be re- 
luctant to take a flier. Bowers created a 
market for wolffish, one of his favorites, 
by giving away fillets to his customers who 
bought cod, telling them to cook it the 
same way But he can't get stuck on too 
many wild cards. Even monkfish and 
skate are only beginning to make it from 
restaurant to shop. He sends the fish to 
his van, and he and Rivera get ready to 
spend the morning at Jake's — shower and 
sleep will come after noon. 

This summer, try a fish like weakfish or 
blowfish — not the poisonous Pacific kind 
from Japan but a benign, if less exciting, 
Atlantic variety. And porgy and blackfish 
if you find it. (Also called tautog, blackfish 
is a particularly meaty fish; like cobia, a 
common game fish in the Gulf of Mexico, 
it feeds on crustaceans.) Ask where the 
fish was caught and when. Splurge on 
wild-caught striped bass, the king of fish; 
the hybrid, farm-raised "striped bass" is so 
dull it shouldn't even share the name. Ask 
for dry scallops and Pemaquid oysters. 
And do your best not even to think about 
salmon. h

Coming into the room, my father sees me and 
jerks his eyes away, as if from the Medusa. 

Bare legs are the blank page your day writes itself 
down on. They publish a record of your crimes and 
mishaps: Did you cut yourself, bum yourself, step in 
a puddle, scrawl the answers to the questions on 



your knee? The weave of the wicker chair on which 
you sit will be branded on your haunches, and the 
braided scarlet, as crimson as Hester's letter, will 
take an hour or so to fade. Explanations will be nec- 
essary. That is why I ask the waiter for an extra linen 
napkin. One covers my lap; one covers the seat of 
my chair. One for my lips, one for my bare legs 
(which smell today of cocoa butter — the smell is al- 
most as good as dessert). 

Like Silly Putty, bare legs pick up newsprint. They 
soak up rain, and other people's sweat, in taxicabs. 
Bare legs are moist in summer. Mine make a sucking 
noise that makes me blush as I slide across a leather 
banquette. 

The hour late, the night warm, the window open, 
I am eager to be ravished. Far away, half drunk, 
obliging, the man I am on the phone with recites a 
garbled stanza from my favorite childhood poem, 
"Casey at the Bat": "Oh, somewhere in this favored 
land the sun is shining bright;/ The band is playing 
somewhere, and somewhere hearts are light." I look 
down at my bare legs, and sure enough, they are 
covered in goose bumps, a Braille of transport. 
"How you move me," I tell him. Bare legs have no 
taste. H

CHAMPING TO BEGIN THE BATAAN DEATH 

march of a five-and-a-half-hour round on 
a perennially crowded course, you look 
down Split Rock's slim, well-groomed 
408-yard first fairway and see ... a file of 
geese. Where are the golfers? Your eyes 
swivel across the steeply tilting 
greensward to the thick woods on the 
right, and you finally make out several 
dim, anxious figures scurrying among the 
giant roots. The trees have won again. 

The seine net of maples and oaks that 
makes this the city's toughest public 
course collects much stranger things than 
mere golf balls. The Mafia favors the leafy 
serenity: In ten years, police have picked 
up thirteen bodies near the course. When 
lease payments nettled a now-former man- 
ager at the American Golf Corporation 
(which very capably operates seven of the 
city's thirteen public courses), he buried 
his 1 988 Honda in the woods by the four- 
teenth hole of Pelham Bay, Split Rock's 
adjacent sister course. And David 
Berkowitz, better known as the serial 
killer Son of Sam, met with a satanic 
coven in the woods near Split Rock. "We 
had the Boone's Farm wine and every- 
thing, and people were smoking reefer," 
Berkowitz recalled after his arrest. "Peo-

pie would talk a little bit about the Devil." 

Without knowing that pertinent fact, 
friends and I had taken to reviling Split 
Rock's demonically difficult fifteenth, six- 
teenth, and seventeenth holes as "The Dev- 
il's Anus." These holes are a major reason 
why the 6,7 14-yard course has a tough 125 
slope rating (a differential measurement, 
arrived at by a formula involving ten-di- 
mensional string theory, of how much 
harder a course is for a bogey golfer than 
for a par golfer). It was just a passing jest, 
until early one morning when we played 
with Dave, a middle-aged black man who 
had caddied on the pro tour. He played 
quiet bogey golf, not saying more than ten 
words before we reached the fifteenth, a 



220-yard uphill par-3 guarded by an invis- 
ible midair gremlin that plucks balls from 
the air and flings them backward. 

It is here that my friend Adam invari- 
ably foozles a long iron and lapses into sui- 
cidal rantings. And it was here that Dave 
caught fire: He socked a 2-iron pin-high, 
then sank the nine-foot putt for birdie. 
"You know," he said as we walked to the 
next tee, "1 recently found the Lord." 

Bam, he smacked his drive 260 yards 
down the 440-yard sixteenth, the toughest 
par-4 in the city, where the wasp-waisted 
landing area is pinched by a reedy marsh 
on the left (seriously toothy mosquitoes) 
and thick woods on the right (leaves that 
swallow your ball like water swallows a 
platform diver). Boom, Dave's blind iron 
uphill avoided the traps and overhanging 
tree on the left to settle softly on the undu- 
lating tri-level green. "Now I use my min- 
istry to spread the word of God's incredi- 
ble power," he continued. "It reaches into 
the darkness of the deepest sand traps." 

Two putts, par, and sock! Dave belted a 
long fade over the bunker on the 440-yard 
seventeenth, the second-hardest hole on 
the course, where a turbid brook gulps 
weak second shots. He secured another 
par there, and a final one on the easier 
eighteenth, a 392-yard sweep to an elevat- 
ed green shaded by a huge and mournful 
250-year-old white oak. "God be with 




you," Dave said, leaving us as stunned as 
the shepherds visited by Gabriel. 

Pelham/Split Rock's handsome brick 
clubhouse echoes Dave's notion of the sport 
as a higher calling: Two high-toned murals 
feature frisking horses, a Minotaur's head, a 
chariot wheel, and a woman in a tarboosh, 
all of which, presumably, has something 
Jungian to do with golf. TTie clubhouse and 
courses were designed by Works Progress 
Administration architects who built or re- 
modeled ten New York City courses. The 
great golfer Bobby (ones, who'd been skep- 
tical of the enterprise, came to see the new- 
ly unveiled results in 1 936 and said, "I must 
admit that what I saw, particularly at Split 
Rock, was exceedingly gratifying." 
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Robert DuBert owns a noble collection 
of British Royal commemoratives.

Jones's opinion was shared by the Negro 
Professional Golf Tour, which soon began 
playing tournaments here, and by the New 
York Times, which muscularly editorialized 
that these golf courses not only testified "to 
a firm belief in the future of this country" 
but augured the end of the Great Depres- 
sion. "There wall be automobiles to drive 
on arterial roads and over bridges," the 
Times predicted. "There will be factories to 
run by electric power and homes to heat 
and illuminate. There will be golf links to 
play on and a nation in the mood to play." 

OF ALL THE CITY'S COURSES, 
Split Rock has best upheld 
those ideals. Its very difficulty 
gives it a sacral quality not 
shared by its wide-open sister, 
Pelham Bay, where anti-Asian 
slurs blister the air (1 recall 
hearing, "Just be thankful 
we're letting you buy our 
country, slant-eye," muttered, somewhat in- 
accurately, to a Korean). Guerrilla golfers 
leap onto the green right in front of you and 
practice putting. Irate old hackers hit balls 
back at feckless young duffers who have 
driven up into their foursomes. And you 
must pass under the bleary scrutiny of a no- 
torious course marshal who once urinated 
strenuously on a nearby alder, then com- 
plained to us that play was being slowed "by 
those fucking hammerheads jammed up on 
fifteen, seventeen, nineteen" — there being, 
of course, only eighteen holes. If a man hits 
a weak putt at Pelham, he'll hear, "Get out 
your purse and go home," or "Does your 
husband play golf, Sally?" 

Conditions can be much worse at other 
city locales, where you will see hole-num- 
ber signs spray-painted on tree trunks, ut- 
terly bare tee boxes without ball washers, 
sand traps without rakes, and the ubiqui- 
tous GOLF WITH YOUR FRIENDS poster in the 
clubhouse — a photo of Curly, Larry, and 
Moe in plus fours looking stoogeishly in- 
souciant. Such conditions inspire dis- 
respect: A sign at Douglaston in Queens 
beseeches: PLEASE RESPECT OUR neighbor's 

[sic], never HPT BALLS OUT OF GOLF COURSE. 

Perhaps as a bizarre reminder, Douglas- 
ton's skteenth green is rimmed by a metal 
freeway guardrail. 

The city's courses often seem not pastoral 
escapes but stages for the seamiest urban 
dramas. A homeless man living in a tent at 
the Dyker Beach course in Brooklyn. Ani- 
mal entrails from ritual sacrifices in the 
woods near Queens's Kissena Park course. 
A burning car left on the first fairway at La- 
Tourette in Staten Island. Another manager 
conspiring in an illicit burial, of 500 truck- 
loads of construction garbage by the seven- 
teenth hole at Van Cortlandt; the leaching 
wallboards and the seep from discarded toi- 
lets killed 96 trees. 

In 1993, six transit cops chased a gim- 
toting fare-beater from the Mosholu Park- 
way subway station onto the nearby 
Mosholu course, where they comman- 
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Watch Martha Stewart 
pinching tomatoes. 

See famous movie stars 
without make-up. 

Listen to Faith Popcorn 
sipping coffee. 

Watch big-time investment 
bankers caressing croissants.

deered golf carts Keystone Kops-style to 
surround him near the seventh hole. An el- 
derly golfer in his electric cart served as a 
whcclinan. "He was playing golf in the 
Bronx. " Lieutenant )ames O'Neill mused, 
"so 1 guess he figured it was a regular day." 

After the World Trade Center bombing, 
friends of mine played Mosholu and were 
paired with Phil, a police detective who was 
playing more or less undercover. He was 
pursuing a theory he had that the Arab 
greenskeeper at nearby Van Cortlandt could 
easily have diverted fertilizer for making the 
bomb. "Where the hell did he learn about 
grass?" Phil remembers thinking. "He grew 
up in a desert." 

BUT NO MATTER HOW STRANGE 
things get, the area's 225.000 
serious golfers are not deterred 
from fighting for toeholds at the 
400 courses in and around the 
city. For a weekend tee time at 
top public layouts like Tama- 
rack in New Jersey and Beth- 
page Black and Montauk 
Downs on Long Island, people line up at 
midnight and sleep in their cars. Heartland, 
a just-opened par-3 course in Edgewood, 
New lersey, is open to the public 2 1 hours a 
day and illuminated by huge arc lights. 

Manhattanites have it worst, with only a 
drixang range nearby, on Randall's Island. 
(A range is opening in September at Chelsea 
Piers). In April, the Daily News announced 
that the nine-hole Coast Guard course on 
Governors Island, just below Wall Street, 
would admit a few members from the non- 
military public. Hysteria ensued. Even 
though the course is super-dinky — with fair- 
ways crossing each other as the holes jog 
around the eighteenth-century Fort Jay — the 
twenty spots were snapped up in minutes. 
Some golfers stuck on the 400-person wait- 
ing list offered to triple the $650 member- 
ship i'oc. One lucky new member, trucking 
executive Michael Marro, recommends 
wearing a hard hat when the course is busy, 
but says, "1 have found my fantasy island." 

"There is a clear need for a lot more 
public golf courses," says Jay Mottola, ex- 
ecutive director of the Metropolitan Golf 
Association. "Right now, whoever has the 
best speed-dialer wins." This is why Split 
Rock's phone-reservation lines are 
jammed when the magic hour strikes — 
Tuesday at 5 P.M. — and why 300 players 
clog the course on a given Saturday. 

Split Rock has other minor problems: 
The fourth and thirteenth holes run along I- 
95; the traps have so little sand that blasting 
the ball out is like trying to jackhammer 
through asphalt; long brown tongues of 
earth show where carts have rolled too 
freely and too often; and the fifth green is a 
crowned sliver, impossible to hold and wild- 
ly unpredictable to putt, a Masada where 
golfers hurl themselves to their deaths. 

But I love the course regardless. There 
is a signal pleasure in hitting a crisp 5- 
iron to the pin at the 178-yard seventh,

The Atlantic 

AFTER HITTING AN INDIFFERENT 
drive at the Atlantic Golf 
Club's second hole, 1 was left 
with 2 1 5 yards to the pin. Tiny, 
elevated, surrounded by a shag- 
gy collar of bluegrass rough, 
the green was as remote as a 
contact lens going down the 
drain. My caddie, Mike Scarbo, 
who had the gray-eyed look borne of wit- 
nessing unnumbered fiascoes, said, "You 
can play a wedge 85 yards to the end of the 
fairway Or," he added doubtfully, his hand 
already hovering over my wedge, "you can 
hit a wood and see where it goes." 

Chagrined that Mike had already sized 
up my talents, but bowing to the course's 
reputation for making long, errant shots 
disappear, 1 hit the wedge of shame. Then 
I hit a 9-iron into the right bunker and 
took a double bogey anyway. So much for 
prudence. My playing partner, W. )ames 
Matthers, the club's general manager, 
chose the more heroic option, and hit a 
long iron. Triple bogey. 

Somewhat battered, we proceeded to the 
third hole. Playing from the blue tees, which 
make the course 6,573 yards long with a 
daunting slope of 1 35, we now had to carry 
one of the course's seven wetlands to a val- 
ley 180 yards away Mike chose this mo- 
ment to muse, "I had one guy who'd hit sev- 
en shots on this hole, and he hadn't reached 
the fairway. If you're over a twenty handi- 
cap, this course is almost unfair." So much 
for Golf Digest. I thought: In naming the 
Atlantic Best New Private Course of 1 992, 
the magazine ballyhooed its "playability." 

I somehow mustered a good drive, then 
followed up by roping a wedge eight feet 
from the pin. Striding up the bent-grass 
fairway between big-shouldered dunes and 
fingerlike bunkers, with bam swallows and 
blue martins dipping overhead on a mild, 
sunny day, I finally relaxed into the charm 
of Rees Jones's design. He moved only 
300,000 cubic yards of earth — roughly half 
the dislocation at some other prominent 
courses — building the Atlantic: It follows 
the natural folds of the land, and as there 
are no distracting yardage or hole-number 
signs on the tee boxes, you can escape into 
pure green sensation. In only its fourth 
summer, Atlantic already feels doughty, im- 
memorial. "Members really enjoy bringing 
guests," says |ones, himself a member, "be- 
cause it looks so . . . authentic." 

I parred the third, bogeyed the great 
195-yard fourth, and cautiously defanged 
the 428-yard dogleg fifth, the toughest 
hole. After making an 80-yard pitch and

sinking a slick four-footer for par, I felt 
distinctly jaunty. 

The 493-yard par-5 sixth overlooks a 
wetland of hazel and shadbush where fox- 
es and harrier hawks reside. I almost 
joined them: My shockingly puny and 
wayward drive ended deep in a mound of 
fescue. I swiped at the ball twice, moving 
it perhaps three inches closer to the center 
of the earth. A few slightly less laughable 
shots found me in the left rough, 155 
yards from the pin, with the customary 
20-mile-per-hour wind gusting behind me. 
I punched a low 8-iron to the fringe in 
front of the green and watched approving- 
ly as the ball rolled gently toward the pin. 
And kept rolling. And disappeared over 
the hill behind. "It's the most contoured 
green on the course." architect Jones not- 
ed later. "It really sweeps down on you." 
Yep. I took a nine. 

A great golf course inflicts pain in equal 
measure with pleasure — indeed, tragedy 
bums deepest in the golfer's imagination — 
and it was at the sixth hole that I felt clos- 
est to the quixotic mission of Atlantic's 
founder, Lowell Schulman. Schulman, a 
genial real-estate developer and thirteen- 
handicapper, was a weekend houseguest in 
East Hampton in 1988 when he decided 
he simply had to build a new golf course in 
the Hamptons. He found a 204-acre farm 
on Scuttle Hole Road and swiftly plunked 
down $7.5 million for the land. "I was di- 
vinely inspired," Schulman says. "It was a 
lousy potato farm, but God, it looked like 
a wonderful place to play golf." 

SCHULMAN HAD NO TROUBLE FIND- 
ing subscribers for his nascent 
club. This was the first private 
course built on the South Fork 
since 1963, and weekend war- 
riors like Edgar Bronfman Jr., 
Leonard Stem, Alfred Taub- 
man, and (ay Chiat had grown 
tired of waiting for spots at such 
Waspier enclaves as Maidstone and Shin- 
necock Hills. Getting to the head of the line 
there can take up to eight years, and even if 
you get in you are always having to allow 
boozy, bony-kneed men named Winky to 
play through. Atlantic has only 180 mem- 
bers, and intends never to have more, which 
means no tee times even on weekends: You 
just show up and whack some balls on the 
exquisitely groomed and contoured practice 
range, then head out. 

Atlantic also has no waiting list: Should 
a spot open, a "suitable" candidate is re- 
cruited to join. "It sounds airy-fairy," 
Schulman says, "but the requirements are 
just that you be of good fellowship, hon- 
orable, and have love and respect for this 
gorgeous gift, the game of golf." You must 
also be able to pony up a stunning 
$175,000 to help defray the $24 million 
construction costs ($150,000 is retumed 
if you resign). That's |a pan -sized, and ten 
times the average Long Island club-initia- 
tion fee. Additional outlays include annu-

al dues of $9,300 and such incidentals as 
caddie fees ($30, plus a minimum $ 1 0 tip), 
unaccompanied-guest fees ($ 1 50) and the 
odd club sandwich ($9). 

The clubhouse is a stylish, lofty, shingle- 
style affair, done in drake green and white 
and consecrated to golf. Golf-themed New 
Yorker covers line the walls, along with 
golf books by Herbert Warren Wind and 
old putters and mashies. The locker room 
features framed photos of Bobby |ones 
and fellow legend Tommy Armour, leather 
couches and soda syphons, heavy wicker 
hampers for used towels, and blue "At- 
lantic Golf Club" combs that are purified 
not in quotidian Barbicide but in the 
"Clean Ray Ultra- Violet Sanitizer." 

The club's sixteen female members make 
it feel less stuffy than its neighbors (George 
Plimpton notes that until the seventies, the 
National in Southampton had a sign declar- 
ing, "Ladies may play as a courtesy but must 
make way at all times for any properly con- 
stituted match.") Nonetheless, I realized I 
was somewhat out of my fiscal-comfort 
zone when Jim Matthers changed the metal 
spikes on my golf shoes to plastic Softspikes 
(a practice intended to keep the greens bil- 
liard-table-smooth). It took him ten embar- 
rassing minutes bent over a cobbler's last to 
dig out the crummy, muddy, worn-down 
spikes. 1 had plenty of time to ponder the 
members' shoes — supple, gleaming brogues 
sculpted of the finest Kangaroo — and their 
massive golf bags, which made mine look 
like a Quonset hut plunked down in Bel Air. 

On the course, fortunately, such invidi- 
ous distinctions dwindle, because every- 
one has a caddie. Having someone carry 
your clubs, clean the balls, replace divots, 
rake traps, find wayward shots, and — in 
Mike Scarbo's case — exhort the ball to 
"go," "turn," and "be the right stick" is a 
great pleasure of privilege, and it helped 
me play better I'd like a caddie for life. 

As we arrived at the thirteenth tee, Mike 
pointed to my notebook and said, "You got 
enough paper for this hole?" Jim shook his 
head forebodingly: "Truly a white-knuckle 
tee today" It's a 507-yard par-5 dead into 
the wind, over a gorge filled with black- 
willow trees. If you stop to consider the 
various ways things can go awry, they will. 
I smashed the ball — I mean, relatively — 
230 yards dead onto the fairway, then 
grinned. They grinned back, in concord. 

The eighteenth is a final exam, an uphill- 
into-the-wind-576-yard par-5 that seemed 
to lengthen as we clambered up it. I hit 
three reasonably good shots and was still 50 
yards from the pin. Jim and I were both 
pleased to make bogey and buoyed by the 
brisk three-and-a-half-hour round. Delight- 
ed, even. Lx)well Schulman is right when he 
says, "I've built 28 office buildings, but they 
don't mean a fraction of what this golf 
course does — it's my great legacy." I real- 
ized, as I pulled the ball from the hole and 
headed toward a seat of ease on the veran- 
da, that what I most wanted to do was to 
run to the first tee and go round again, h

PUP TENT. THE BIG TENT. TENT POLE. TENT CITY. TENTER- 
hooks. As far as backyard or back-40 accoutrements 
go, the tent may be one of the most versatile. Big 
enough for one or 1,000, waterproof, sandproof, 
sunproof. Nomads. Feilini, Boy Scouts, and St. 
Tropez ziilionaires all favor them — lift up the flap 
and enter another world. 

All that exoticism may seem a little out of place in 
East Hampton, but L/feer-hairstylist Frederic Fekkai 
has devised his own outlet to paradise. His very of-the- 
here-and-now Hamptons house wasn't quite big 
enough for his taste in entertainment, so five summers 
ago. Fekkai bought a tent through Sam Ben Safi's Lex- 
ington Avenue shop, Sam's Souk, and pitched it on a 
slice of his fourteen-acre beachfront property. 

"I'm sick of all these formal dinners. This is very 
stylish," he says of the elephantine construction. "I 
remember when I was in Marrakech, I was invited to 
a party in a large tent, larger than mine. Outside it 
was so hot, but inside it was cool." 

The waterproof canvas tent, which he sets up on 
his lawn from May to the end of October, was decorated by the late David Salomon, who cov- 
ered the canvas ceiling with multihued velvets and blanketed the floor with cushions to the de- 
light of both guests and Fekkai's 14-month-old son, Alexander. "It's so casual with everything 
low on the floor," Fekkai says. "After drinking, everyone can just lie down on the cushions." 
And when the bodies aren't spread so Seraglio-thick, "this is ideal for my son — he goes and 
jumps on the pillows. It's fascinating for him." 

His gray-shingled house may be the superego, but his tent is definitely the id. It looks like 
Camelot from the outside; inside, like the Arabian Nights. Metallic Moroccan lanterns, wired 

for electricity, swing from the big top nine feet above. The 
cushions are double-faced and tufted, with combinations of 
batik, madras, velvet, and leopard-spot coverings over sisal 
matting. Two low round tables can seat up to 35 to feed 
whoever turns up. This afternoon, a few friends came by for 
grilled swordfish and blueberry pie, but the spectacle is 
whimsically multicultural. Fekkai often employs a Moroc- 
can chef known for her couscous, but Tuscan pastas or 
Provencal vegetables might also be brought out. His musi- 
cal tastes for the tent mn to reggae and opera. 

"Last year I did a party — everyone had a pareo and a 
straw hat. It puts everyone at their ease. You feel like you 
are somewhere else — you don't have to be uptight." Fekkai 
holds court this afternoon in his host's pareo. welcoming 
Wall Street types, infants, and neighbor Martha Stewart. 

Fekkai hasn't seen a rash of circus stripes or a run on 
canvas among his Hamptons neighbors, but he thinks it's 
only a matter of time: "A lot of people are asking me where 
to get one. People are intrigued. [My tent is| something 
personal, special. They'll have to do it their own way."

ouidoors. New Yorkers can be 
divided into two groups: those 
who side with the late 
controversialist Edward 
Abbey when he wrote, "We 
need wilderness whether or 
not we ever set foot in 
it . . . without it the life of the 
cities would drive all men into 
crime or drugs or 
psychoanalysis," and those 
who agree with Woody Allen's 
quip "I am at two with 
nature." 

But we all have our 
contradictions, Mr. Allen 
included. When a pair of rare 
red-tailed hawks made a nest 
of his Fifth Avenue penthouse 
TV antenna. Woody actually 
considered building a hawk- 
nesting platform for them on 
his terrace. 

This brings us to the 
Biophilia Hypothesis, the 
relatively new scientific theory 
that purports that somewhere 
deep inside every human there 
lurks an innate bond with the 
natural world waiting to burst 
forth. Scientists offer as proof 
of biophilia 's existence 
everything from the $30 billion 
tab Americans pick up each 
year for lawn maintenance to 
our predilection for dolphin- 
safe tuna. Recent examples of 
rampant biophilia here in New 
York include semi-regular 
photographs of baby gorillas in 
our city's tabloids, and a 
protest over a feast of tiny 
French songbirds at Le Cirque. 
Here, then, is a selective list of 
a few essentially untamed 
places — all within an hour's 
drive (more or less) of the 
city — for the emerging 
biophiliac in all of us. 

B R E A K N E C K 

RiDGE Trail 

Casually trekking along the 
precipitous trail at Breakneck 
Ridge one recent afternoon 
are two mothers carrying 
their babies in Snuglis, a 
Bavarian tourist unadvisedly 
wearing sandals, and 




unconcerned octogenarians. 
This Highlands hike on the 
border of Putnam and 
Dutchess Counties is a fairly 
rugged and, for acrophobes, 
scary, mostly vertical 
maneuvering up, around, and 
between granites, gneisses, 
limestones, slates, and 
quartzites. But it's all worth 
the spectacular views of the 
Hudson gorge and 
surrounding Highlands, even 
from the first knob of the 
trail, which is reached in 
about 30 minutes. 

More devoted trampers 
continue to scramble up 
through woods and over 
rocks to several successive 
knobs — each one with an 
increasingly astonishing 
outlook. Eventually, there's a 
360-degree view 
encompassing Sugarloaf 
Mountain, Bannerman's 
Island, Storm King Mountain 
across the gorge, and, in the 
distant horizon, the Catskill 
range. Take the Taconic State 
Parkway to 301. Head west to 
Cold Spring, then north on 
9D for two mites until you 
reach a tunnel. On the north 
side of the tunnel, the west 
side of the road, is a parking 
area next to the trail 
entrance. No entry fee. Travel 
time: one hour ten minutes. 

C .\ LI M S K T T 

State PyVRK 

It's strange that so much of 
what we consider waldemess 
now was once just the normal 
way wealthy Americans lived. 
Caumsett State Park, on a 
Long Island peninsula jutting 
into the Sound, was once the 
estate of Marshall Field III. It's 
Gatsby territory, this part of 
the North Shore, and the road 
leading to the park curves 
around inlets and passes yacht 
clubs lined with sleek pleasure 
craft. Field designed the 1,500 
acres as a self-sufficient estate, 
and the pony stables are still in 
use. Cars are not permitted 
beyond the lot at the park's 
entrance, so fishermen hike 
two miles to the deserted 
stretch of Sound shore. Trails 
and bridle paths cut through 
dense woodland and along lush 
green meadows, where hikers 
encounter a variety of wildlife 
from rabbits to chipmunks to a 
pair of what look like swans

Pelham Bay Park 

Nowadays, most visitors to Pelham Bay 
Park head straight for Orchard Beach, the 
crescent of sand created in the thirties by 
Robert Moses. Beach construction 
changed the park's topography, and the 
resulting peninsula also encompasses a 
wildlife preserve that's home to several 
species of owls, Canada and snow geese, 
herons, deer, opossums, muskrats, and 
even the snowy egret. 

To enter the preserve, follow the board- 
walk north until you see the sign for 
Kazimiroff Nature Trail, which leads 
around the edge of a lagoon. The path 
leads into woodland where great stands of 
dogwood, red and white oak, hickory, 
maple, and winged sumac block the 
sunlight. The occasional scofflaw moun- 
tain biker speeds past, but the over- 
whelming feeling is amazing solitude 
(718-548-7070 or 718-589-0096). By car, 
FDR Drive to the Cross Bronx Expressway 
(1-95) to Hutchinson River Parkway 
North. Watch for Orchard Beach/City 
Island signs, bear right off Hutchinson, 
then left for Orchard Beach. $5 parking 
fee. Travel time: 50 minutes. 

Jamaica Bay 
Wildlife Refuge 

Bordered on the east and west by New 
York's newest and oldest airports are more 
than 14.5 beautiful square miles of islands 
and tidal marshes, lamaica Bay Wildlife 
Refuge is a stop for more than 300 
migratory and nesting species of birds, 
including the magnificent glossy ibis and 
snowy egret, which started nesting in the 
marshland in the sixties. Terns, black 
skimmers, herons, and plovers find this 
habitat, perched on the border of Brooklyn 
and Queens, hospitable — thanks mostly to 
the efforts of Herbert Johnson, a visionary 
horticulturist and the refuge's first 
manager. The East and West Ponds lie on 
either side of Cross Bay Boulevard, where 
the visitor center is located (718-474- 
0613). Belt Parkway to Exit 17, south on 
Cross Bay Boulevard to visitors center Or 
take the A train to Broad Channel stop and 
walk back almost a mile to the entrance. 
No entry fee. Travel time: 30 to 45 minutes.

and Bear Mountain State Parks, just 45 
miles north of Manhattan. With more than 
200 miles of marked trails looping 
through the two parks, it would be 
possible to return every summer and never 
cover the same terrain. 

Here's one short hike that traces the path 
of the trail as it crosses the Hudson River. 
Park in the lot of the Bear Mountain Inn off 
Route 9W. Follow the trail north along 
Hessian Lake, then under 9W and out of 
the park across the 2,257-foot-long Bear 
Mountain suspension bridge. Turn left and 
walk north on 9D. Cross the road, enter the 
woods, and climb about half a mile up 
steep stone steps. Turn right at the woods 
road and follow blue blazes (blue splotches 
of paint on tree trunks) for about a half 
mile to Anthony's Nose, a Hudson 
promontory. (914-446-4756) George 
Washington Bridge to Palisades Interstate 
Parkway to Exit 19 (Exit 16 for Harriman). 
Parking fees are $3 at Bear Mountain and 
$4 at Harriman. Travel time: 45 minutes. 

Grkat Swamp 
National Wildlife

As New Jersey tops no one's list of scenic 
places to visit, it's surprising to learn that 
the 7,400-acre Great Swamp National 
Wildlife Refuge in Morris and Somerset 
Counties is nothing short of exceptionally 
beautiful. And it's sad to learn that it's in 
danger of being ruined by overdevelopment. 

For now at least, you can roam the ten 
magnificent junglelike miles of swamp, 
grassy marshes, and wooded trails while 
hearing nothing but a cacophony of bird 
noises and witnessing a blindingly colorful 
display of wildlife including 300 species of 
birds, a huge variety of plants, and 
animals — red fox, whitetail deer, bog 
turtles, and pickerel frogs. (201-425-1222) 
Great Swamp is 25 miles west of N. Y.C. in 
Basking Ridge, N.J. Take 1-80 West to I- 
287 South. Get off at Exit 26A and follow 
the signs. Travel time: 30 minutes. 

Ward Poi nd Ridge 
Reservation 

Deep in the wilds of Westchester is a nature 
reserve that's perfect for first-time campers. 
The nearly 5,000-acre Ward Pound Ridge 
Reservation has year-round camping avail- 
able in 24 rustic open-face lean-tos, each 
near running water and toilet facilities. For 
day-hikers, the reservation's 35 miles of 
trails make for good, fairly rugged trekking. 
Circular loops of four to nine miles are 
marked on the trail map available at the 
trailside museum. There used to be a fire 
tower from which you could see, on an es- 
pecially clear day, Manhattan skyscrapers 
40 miles in the distance. (914-763-3493) 
Take 684 North to Katonah (Exit 6), then 
go east on Route 35 for four miles and turn 
right onto Route 121. $6 admission fee. 
Travel time: one hour.

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Once it was about fun; now it just seems cold 
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DATE FROM BEFORE AIR-CONDITIONING. AT THAT TIME, INDOORS AND OUTDOORS EXISTED ONLY DUR- 

ing the colder months; in summer, everywhere was outdoors. The houses were always open 
during the day, and the lawn didn't stop at the doorsill but continued inside as linoleum and 
carpet. Now it is hard to remember what it was like routinely to be hot indoors. The outside 
air was the inside air, and it was all one big hot bath you shared with everyone else. The first 
air-conditioned place I knew of was a friend's parents' bedroom where we kids in the neigh- 



borhood would go and sit as if taking a ride at an amusement 
park. The room had blinds and gauzy curtains and a big master 
bed with a cream-colored spread and marble-topped bedroom 
furniture and ashtrays and silver drink coasters with glass bot- 
toms. It was as removed from the ambient summer as a space 
capsule. Sometimes we just sat in the draft, and sometimes we 
sat in the draft and smoked Pall Malls. My friend's parents were 
founding members of the local gourmet club, and their house of- 
ten smelled of exotic and great food, and their having air-condi- 
tioning made air-conditioning seem gourmet. When you gulp it 
as we did, air-conditioning doesn't smell, it tastes. Early-sixties 
air-conditioning had the flavor of fresh cigarette smoke, with a 
cool, delicious suggestion of rubbery vinyl underneath. 

This was in Ohio, in a small-town suburb. From my friend's 
parents' bedroom, air-conditioning soon spread to nearby movie 
theaters, to our dentist's office, to certain motels our family 
stayed in on vacations. In these places, air-conditioning served 
as a special added feature; some movie theaters had signs that 
said, COME ON in, it's kool inside, and the word kool was pic- 
tured as if carved out of sweating, translucent blue blocks of ice 
sitting in ice-water puddles. Air conditioners began to turn up, 
improbably, in cars. Some of the early ones were built to fit in a 
car's rear window. My grandmother in Florida got a portable car 
air conditioner that sat under the dashboard on the hump be- 
tween the seats. Its placebo dials had many finely calibrated set- 
tings, all of which produced the same powerful arctic blast. 
When I visited, I liked to drive her car with the windows open 
and alternate breaths between the air-conditioner air and the 
tarry, gassy, fishy, moldy 100-degree Florida air. Each made the 
other taste better. 

Nowadays, almost any public indoor space has air-condition- 
ing, and now I almost never taste it. True, air-conditioning in 
subway cars has its own distinctive sweetish-spoiled fiavor, but 
I notice it only when I've just returned from out of town. And a 
few years ago, when they first put air-conditioning in the main 
reading room at the 42nd Street branch of the pubic library, the 
air there tasted sparkling and new. Mostly, though, air-condi- 
tioning stopped having any savor when it became commonplace. 



Today, the millions of cubic feet of cool air in the Mall of Amer- 
ica in Bloomington, Minn., taste no different from the hundreds 
of thousands of cubic feet of cool air in the Minneapolis airport, 
or in any airport, or in all the linked-up immensity of air-condi- 
tioned spaces across the land. You tend to notice only the ex- 
ceptional. A while ago, I was with my kids at a small-town 
Fourth of July parade and the younger had a sort of emergency, 
and I sat on a skirt of lawn behind a fast-food-restaurant park- 
ing lot to change him. and suddenly I got hit upside the head 
with a blast of hot air — the exhaust of the restaurant's air-con- 
ditioning system exiting from a standing vent nearby. 

Now, there was air with some texture to it! I didn't gulp it — 
you would never want to — but I did turn to face it for a minute 
or two. The close, meaty breath of the fast-food dragon carried 
many intimations, none cheerful. It reminded me of the hot 
and steamy institutional scent of towels that comes from the 
air-conditioning outlet at a nursing home near my apartment — 
mortality. I guess, being the common theme. Today, the true 
character of air-conditioning is revealed not indoors but out- 
doors. It's in what the vents exhale into the overlooked, left- 
over, non-air-conditioned outside world: in the fevered gusts of 
expelled office scent and bedroom humidity and house smells 
as individual as fingerprints: in the water puddles under the 
idling bus or car; and in the drops of condensation that fall 
from window units in high-rises in drifting descent to the side- 
walk, where they startle out-of-towners on cloudless summer 
days. 

At first, air-conditioning was about fun, with the usual 
American suggestions of utopia-to-come. Then, as often hap- 
pens here, it became an expression of the Self. My neighbor 
across the narrow shaft-way hits me with the all-night roar of 
his Fedders combined with whiffs of often-rewashed T-shirt, so 
I put a Westinghouse in my window and blast me back at him. 
Air-conditioning is to the daily atmosphere what people singing 
tonelessly with their Walkmen are to the environment of 
sound. You have to technologize in self-defense if you want to 
get out of the dumping grounds. And now almost no place is 
the same outside as in.

She 
travels to an isolated camp for treat- 
ment, a place where people walk 
around with oxygen tanks and some- 
times sleep in specially ventilated, 
porcelain-lined "safe" rooms. Though 
it's not strictly a satire (and there cer- 
tainly aren't any villains here), Haynes 
quietly shows his skepticism about 
the group's methods without belit- 
tling the needs of the people who 
seek it out — clearly a parallel to the 
AIDS crisis and the many snake-oil ap- 
proaches to fighting it that have 
sprung up. And Moore, who recently 
scored in I anya on 42nd St. and, be- 
fore that, in Short Cuts — can do no 
wrong. The film tackles terrain similar 
to Michael Tolkin's in Tlie \'ew Age, 
but without the heavyhandedness 
that marred that effort.

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The Uaxploitation movies of the seventies — with their swanlcy, gritty world of 
pushers and pimps and big-haired, gun-toting heros — signified the cinemat- 
ic arrival of powerful (and often powerfully corrupt) African-American role 
models, as well as some of the most memorable tag lines in movie history ("Dont 
mess aroun' with Foxy Brown. She's the meanest chick in town!" and "Coffy: She'll 
cream you!"). But the "Blaxplortation, Baby!" festnal (featuring Shaft, Super Fly, 
and more than 30 others) also celebnrtes a genre spurred on, like all Hollywood 
trends, by box-office success — specifically, the huge grosses earned by Sweet Sweet- 
back's Baadasssss Song ( 197 1) . That independent film, written, produced, directed, 
edited, scored, and starring 
Melvin Van Peebles (he also 
wrote the recent Panther, di- 
rected by his son Mario), 
"was not supposed to work," 
says Van Peebles. "Up until 
that time, the belief had been 
that Mack movies never made 
money. Well, my contention 
was that they hadnt made 
black movies; they had made 
white fantasies of what Mack 
movies were." Sweet Sweetbaclfs anti-hero — a superstud run- 
ning from the police for virtually the entire film— spawned a 
wave of imitators, though most of them were undercover nai^ 
cotics or FBI agents. "Sweetback ushered into the cinema vo- 
cabulary the Mack hero," Van Peebles says. "However, it was 
unacceptable to have this hero completely on hte own. You had 
the Coffy Browns, the Shafts, and all the others who were al- 
lowed to have a flamboyant urhan style — but they still, in the fi- <> C 
nal analysis, were workii% under the auspKes of the bwana." 

Not that Van Peebles thinks these movies shouM be dismissed. "I think you shouM see all of them," he says, even 
"nice and frivolous" comedies like Uptown Saturday Night, a 1974 hit starring Bill Cosby and Sidney PoKier. "But you 
can't immerse yourself fully. You have to be aware of the mind games that are being played." At Film Forum from June

If MOMA's "Artisfs Choice" 
series has taught us any- 
thing, it's that artists can 
be every bit as sharp as muse- 
um curators when it comes to 
conceiving and curating sliows. 
And since noma's artist- 
curators get to cuil their offer- 
ings from the museum's own 
extraordinary collection, these 
sliows allow us both to reflect 
on each particular artist's influ- 
ences and to see familiar works 
of art in fresh new ways. 

Painter Elizabeth Murray, 
whose "Artist's Choice" show 
opens at moma this week, has 
created an entirely different 
context from the ones that her male predecessors (Scott Burton, Blswofth Kelly, Chuck Close, and 
John Baldessari) provided. Murray is the first Artist's Choice artist to make her show a political 
statement, though she had initial misghrings about making such a gesture. An artist who came of 
age in the sixties with precious few female role models, Murray decided to compile her show ex- 
clusnely from women's art. "I wanted it to be about the women I knew and the women I didn't 
know," says Murray. Her show includes 70 women artists' works, made from 1914 to 1973: There 
are the women whose work Murray admired as a student (Grace Hartigan, Joan Mitchell, Louise 
Nevelson, Marisol, and Lee Bontecou), the women she shared common ground with as a young 
artist (Jennifer Bartlett, Louise Fishman, Jan Hashey, and Jenny SnMer), the women she discovered 
while curating the show (Anne Ryan and Yagoi Kusama). "For me, K's about equality. I'd like it to 
be a recognition of how women have taken their place in the art-making of this century," says Mur- 
ray. "K's been slow — inch by inch — but we've made progress. And I'd like people to feel that

P ttmus tests these 
days tend to be dis- 
guised as entertain- 
ment. Wliat a person 
thinks of, say, a movie — 
especially a movie purvey- 
ing some weird edge of ex- 
perience — is held to reveal 
the essence of that per- 
son's character, tt doesn't, 
but we ask anyway, and the 
most Interesting responses 
are often provoked by 
brute, unretouched reality. 
Irving Haberman's Eyes on 
an Era: Four Decades o. 
Photojournalism (Rizzoii, 
$40) falls into the latter 
category. 

Six feet two but as inconspicuous as the situation demanded, Haber- 
man spent half of this century and much of his career shadowing Ameri- 
ca with a camera for CBS. Arriving in time for Independence Day, his book 
cannot help inviting exclamatory pronouncements about what we've come 
to.
